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their  own  forebodings,  borne  testimony  of  the  healthy  state  of  the 
public  mind  ?  Do  they  not  daily  asRure  us  that  the  people,  instead 
of  becoming  madder  and  madder  with  the  use  of  their  new  power, 
are  becoming  wiser  and  wiser  ?  They  call  this  reaction,  and  praise 
it  as  reaction ;  but  let  them  call  it  and  praise  it  under  what  name 
they  please,  the  thing,  if  it  exist,  consists  with  a  Reform  Govern¬ 
ment,  and  the  Tories  must  take  their  choice  either  of  admitting 
that  the  re-action  they  boast  is  a  pretence,  or  that  their  main 
argument  against  Reform,  of  the  headlong  impulse  it  would  give  to 
the  public  mind,  has  been  utterly  falsified  by  the  event.  They  may 
make  their  option  of  re-action,  or  the  inevitably  destructive  ten¬ 
dency  of  a  (government  in  accordance  with  popular  opinion,  but 
they  obviously  cannot  maintain  both  positions. 

Who  has  forgotten  the  air  of  triumph  with  which  the  Duke  of 
Wellington  told  Lord  Grey  **  he  should  like  to  know  how  the 
King’s  (vovernment  was  to  be  carried  on  in  the  change  that  would 
be  produced  by  the  Reform  Bill  ?’*  The  Duke  in  1830  Jiad  dis¬ 
covered  in  a  practical  way  how  the  King’s  Government  could  not 
be  carried  on,  and  the  opposite  in  every  respect  to  the  state  of 
affairs  from  which  he  fled  has  been  the  consei|ueuce  of  the  method 
of  conducting  the  Government  in  harmony  with  the  principles  of 
the  Reform  Bill.  Will  the  Tory  chief  now  ask  Lord  Melbourne

THE  bane  and  antidote. 

The  heart  of  the  country  is  sound.  The  Metropolitan  borouehs 
have  set  an  example  worthjf  of  the  centre  of  intelligence.  The 
tinjle  stain  on  the  representation  of  Westminster  has  been  removed, 
ptid  the  city  first  the  stronghold  of  Reform  has  proved  its  fidelity  to 
its  old  principles  by  the  rejection  of  Sir  F.  Burdett’s  Tory  nominee, 
and  the  election  of  General  Evans  and  Mr  Leader. 

The  capital,  containing  a  population  'of  a  million  and  a  half,  |fe-, 
turns  fourteen  Reformers,  and  has  thus  marked  its  fixed  hostility  to 
Toryism  by  the  complete  exclusion  of  it  from  the  reprcsentatio.n. 
What  stronger,  what  more  uneuuivocal  manifestation  of  opinion  at 
the  fountain  head  can  be  desired  ?  The  same  example  will  be  pre¬ 
sented  wherever  the  constituencies  are  independent,  hut  in  the 
small  boroughs,  and  also  in  those  places  where  the  venal  old  free¬ 
men  can  turn  the  scale,  in  default  of  the  Ballot,  intimidation  and 
corniption  will  too  generally  prevail. 

The  neighbouring  borough  of  Greenwich  is  debauched,  and  the 
Tories  have  to  set  off  this  triumph  of  corruption  again&t  the  noble 
exaaiple  of  the  metropolis.  It  only  remains  for  the  Middlesex 
electors  to  do  their  duty,  and  it  will  again  be  the  pride  of  the 
county  that  not  a  Tory  possesses  a  seat  in  it,  either  for  county  or 
for  borough.  This  certainly  is  not  the  moment  at  which  the  long 
services  of  the  two  veteran  friends  of  the  popular  cause,  Mr  Byng 
and  Mr  Hume,  can  be  forgotten.  This  is  not  the  moment  when 
the  value  of  the  policy  to  which  they*  have  given  their  sujiport  cun 
be  unheeded.  Every’ voter  will  naturally  contrast  the  circum¬ 
stances  in  which  the  young  Queen’s  accession  to  the  throne  has  so 
happily  occurred  with  those  that  marked  the  commencement  of  th.e 
lute  reign;  and,  taking  a  plain,  practical  view  of  things,  he  will  u^k  him¬ 
self  whether  experience  is  in  favour  of  the  system  of  goveriiinent 
which  made  the  King  a  prisoner  iu  his  palace  in  18‘i0,  and  which 
hud  its  nightly  types  in  huiulreds  of  fires,  dg^itroying  property  and 
spreudieg  terror  through  the  country — or  wbetturt*  the  system  is 
preferable  which  remedied  this  frightful  state  of  things,  and  has 
given  us  seven  years  of  peace,  and  a  greater  share  of  prosperity,  not¬ 
withstanding  the  recent  commercial  shocks,  than  can  l>e  found  before 
in  the  same  space  of  time  in  the  history  of  the  nation.  All  men 
who  think  the  state  to  which  the  Tories  had  brought  the  country 
in  1830  better  than  that  to  which  a  Libend  Adininistrution  has 
brought  it  in  1837,  ought  in  consistency  to  oppose  candidates  who 
huve  supported  the  Liberal  (Government,  and  vote  for  those  whose 
system  bore  its  deadly  fruit  in  1830.  Abide  by  experience.  (Com¬ 
pare  the  condition  of  the  country  now  with  that  to  which  Tory 
policy  had  reduced  it,  and  decide  which  bears  the  troubled  and  de¬ 
structive  aspect.  It  is  hard  to  imagine  the  class  of  people  who 
could  find  anything  to  regret  in  the  last  days  of  rampant  Toryism, 
unless,  indeed,  some  frugal  souls  in  the  country  sigh  for  the  time 
when  they  could  walk  home  at  night,  without  lanterns,  by  the  light 


Will  the  Tory  chief  now  ask  Lord  Melbourne 
how  the  Queen’s  Government  is  to  be  carried  on  with  the*  Reform 
Bill  ?  Does  the  reign  commence  with  the  difficulties  which  the 
Duke  of  Wellington  had  prepared  for  the  Sovereign  who  retained 
him  in  office  ?  When  William  the  Fourth  acceded  to  the  Throne 
there  had  been  no  Reform  Bill,  no  Reform  Government,  and  yet 
the  great  Duke  could  not  carry  on  his  master’s  Government ;  but 
four  years  after  the  Reform  Bill,  which,  according  to  the  Duke  and 
the  Tory  party,  was  to  render  the  monarchical  government  impos¬ 
sible,  the  throne  is  based  more  strongly  than  ever  on  the  affec¬ 
tions  of  the  pco|)le,  and  the  difficulty  that  perf)iexes  the  Tory 
worthies  is  not  how  the  Government  cun  be  carrieil  on,  but  how 
to  get  it  once  more  into  their  hands.  They  run  away  from 
the  vessel  of  tile  State  when  they  had  all  hut  wrecked  it ;  but 
when  another  crew  has  got  it  into  smooth  water  and  safe  trim,  chtm 
they  have  the  modesty  to  propose  to  supersede  the  men  who  re¬ 
trieved  their  blunders,  and  restored  to  safety  all  that  they  hud 
brought  into  danger.  The  people  of  this  country  being,  we  repeat, 
esseiitiuliy  a  practical  people,  will  not  fail  to  remember  these 
things;  and  in  eJioosing  the  supporters  of  the  systems  of  govern¬ 
ment  opposed  to  each  other,  they  will  hear  in  mind  that  the  one 
has  produced,  to  ilie'extenC  to  which  it  has  been  allowed  to  oparute, 
all  the  peace  and  prosperity  which  the  other  had  disturbed  niul 
eniperilled.  At  tlie  commencement  of  the  last  reign  the  Tories 
fled  from  difliciilties  they  could  not  overcome;  since  that  period  the 
condition  of  the  United  Kingdom  under,  a  Liberal  Government  has 
l>een  materially  improved,  and  it  will  be* further  improvetl  if  the 
policy  which,  under  many  great  disadvantages,  has  worked  well,  is 
supported,  now  that  a  fairer  field  is  open  to  it.  The  very  tran- 
(juillity  in  which  the  present  a|>peal  is  made  to  the  nation,  is  the 
strongest  argument  for  the  answer  to  be  made  to  the  appeal.  To 
eontiiiiie  and  to  strengthen  what  has  so  far  conduced  to  the  peace 
and  well-being  of  the  nation,  is  the  course  which  common  observa¬ 
tion  and  common  sense  dictate.  The  question  is  not  now  whether 
we  shall  binir  the  ills  we  know,  or  fly  to  those  we  know  not  of,  but 
whether  we  shall  improve  the  good  we  know,  or  fly  to  the  ill 
of  which  we  huve  hud  as  uinple  experience.  Though  the  Reform 
Mifiintry  has  not  yet  had  a  fair  trial,  us  hitherto  it  has  been 
thwarted  by  a  prejutliced  8overt  igii  and  an  adverse  Court;  >et 
even  under  this  disadvantage  we  may  challenge  u  judgment  upon 
the  men  from  their  measures,  and  as  electors  see  reason  to  prefer 
the  state  of  the  country  in  ’.37  to  that  to  which  it  was  reduced  by 
the  Tories  in  ’’GO,  so  let  them  choose  the  supporters  of  Liberal 
or  of  Tory  principles. 

We  cannot  conclude  without  quoting  an  admirable  passage  from 
Mr  E.  L.  Bulwer’s  speech  at  Lincoln — u  speech  which  is  a  master¬ 
piece  in  every  part ; —

them.  (Cheers.)  A  Tory  governmest,  and  the  Tories  in  oppMition  have 
refused  to  Ireland  the  equal  benefit  of  municipsi  reform.  The  Tory  govern- 
nieata  hmded  the  Diesenteis  with  every  epecies  of  puliticel  grievance,  and  it 
has  been  the  unoeasing  object  of  the  Vfhig  goveruaMnt  to  remove  thoee 
grieveaese.  (Cheere.)  Lastly,  as  a  general  principle,  the  Whig  goVernOMiit 
ooly  axisli  the  correction  of  abneea,  and  the  Toi^  governmeat  only  existad 
oa  their  praaarvatioo.

FACTITIOUS  DISTINCTIONS  IN  THE 


universities 

We  return  to  the  subject  of  factitious  distinctions  in  the  Univ  *  • 
Having  confined  ourselves  on  the  former  occasion  to  a  statemenr^r'**’ 
we  return  now  to  indulge  in  a  little  speculation.  ° 

And  first,  what  are  the  uses,  and  what  the  effects,  of  the  dUt* 
existing  in  the  colleges— ^the  distinctions,  to  wit,  of  name  and 
seat  granted  to  birth  and  wealth  ?  Are  the  uses  of  these  distir^'*"'^ 
praiseworthy?  Arc  the  effects,  other  than  those  included  in 
good  ?  The  Oses  being  praiseworthy,  and  their  effects  not  beinirVrS’ 
is  the  good  of  the  uses  greater  or  less  than  the  evil  of  the  effects?* 
if  the  good  be  greater,  are  there  not  other  svays  of  attainini»  u 
entail  a  yet  less  amount  of  evil  ?  These  are  ’all  the  questrons  whi  h 
would  require  to  be  answered  in  the  most  favourable  case.  As  it  h 
take  it  that  the  answers  to  the  first  three  will  render  unnecei<!*ryth*^ 
calculation  and  inquiry  suggested  in  the  fourth  and  fifth.  ^  ^ 

The  only  uses  of  these  distinctions  which  we  can  think  of  are  three^ 
the  first,  the  pecuniary  gain  derived  by  the  L'niversities  and  Colleges,  and 
the  tutors  of  colleges  especially,  from  the  privileged  class;  the 
the  advantage  which  results  to  the  young  men  themselves  from  dining  at 
the  same  table  with  their  elders  and  superiors  in  learning  and  intellect, 
and  to  these  aga\n  from  mingling  at  meals  with  young  men  of  fasliiou 
who  will  impart  to  them  a  share  of  the  grace  and  polish  which  they  have 
themselves  picked  up  in  courts  and  palaces ;  and  the  third,  which,  like 
the  preceding,  is  to  be  traced  to  the  dining  together,  consisting  in  the 
opportunities  afforded  to  the  Fellows  and  Masters  of  Arts,  of  makin*  the 
acquaintance  of  young  men  who  either  have  or  will  have  livings  to  give 
away,  and  who  in  many  other  ways  may  help  to  gel  them 'on  in  the 
world,  and  save  them  from  wasting  their  fragance  in  the  oliscurity  of  a 
college.  It  is  clear  that,  were  no  privileges  granted,  there  would  be  nu 
pretence  for  squeezing  money  from  the  well-born  and  rich  young  men  to 
the  extent  to  wliich  it  is  now  squeezed  ;  and  also,  that  suiiie  outward  a;id 
visible  signs  are  necessary  to  demarcate  the  diners  with  the  Fellows,  and 
thus  to  admit  of  extracting  from  the  dinner-table  the  advantages  which 
we  have  mentioned.  If  these  are  advantages,  and  if  again  they  are  to 
be  accomplished  through  the  medium  of  young  men  of  birth  and  wealth, 
then  there  must  be  distinctions  such  as  those  which  now  exist.  Let  us 
then  examine  the  uses  which  we  have  enumerated. 

Our  readers  may  possibly  be  surprised  at  the  serious  manner  in  which 
we  are  treating  the  subject,  and  we  must  be  allowed  to  say  for  ourseUes 
that  we  should  not  have  thought  of  enunciating  seriously  the  third  of 
our  uses,  had  not  something  like  it  been  put  forth  in  a  very  grave  wa)  in 
a  ponderous  pamphlet  lately  published  by  Dr  Wordsworth,  the  Masurof 
Trinity  College,  Cambridge.  W'e  l^ve  deferred  to  the  Master  of  Tri¬ 
nity’s  authority  and  gravity. 

But,  putting  on  the  Master’s  gravity,  we  cannot  bring  ourselves  to 
adopt  his  opinion.  W’'e  do  not  think  it  desirable,  strange  as  the  opinion 
may  appear,  that  instructors  should  be  led  to  look  for  getting  on  in  the 
world  to  the  favour  of  a  small  number  of  those  whom  they  are  to  instruct, 
and  be  tempted  to  forego  their  duties  and  proper  position  in  respect  of 
this  small  number,  in  order  to  forward  ulterior  aims.  So  far  as  ifau 
scheme  takes  effect,  all  parties  alike  suflfer  by  it;  the  instructors— those  of 
the  instructed  whom  the  instructors  court<— as  well  as  those  who  are 
treated  in  the  ordinary  manner.  The  first  forfeit  self-respect  and  the 
respect  of  both  classes  of  those  whom  they  are  to  instruct,  and  thus  tor 
both  of  these  classes  is  their  efficiency  as  instructors  impaired.  Then 
again,  as  regards  advancement  in  the  particular  profession  of  the  church, 
are  these  the  means  to  be  encouraged?  Is  it  fitting  that  those  who  are 
to  do  God's  work  should  begin  with  fawning  on  lords  and  lace?  that  a 
course  of  cringing  to  factitious  dignities  should  be  the  apprenticesliip  to  a 
service  which,  us  we  are  told,  is  perfect  freedom?  If  the  moiiey-changy* 
are  to  be  turned  from  the  interior  of  the  temple,  weraustprotestagaiusttufi- 
hunters  at  the  porch. 

We  will  not  dwell  long  on  that  use  of  reciprocal  instruction  which  wc 
mentioned  second.  It  is  pretty  to  think  on,  but  perhaps  a  shade  fanci¬ 
ful.  And,  Indeed,  we  should  be  very  glad,  could  no  list  of  evil  ®‘*'**^ 
quences  be  made  out,  to  let  the  dons  be  polished,  if  it  be 
dinner-time,  by  the  young  men,  after  the  young  men  have  been  did  c 
the  morning  by  the  dons,  and  to  see,  in  pleasast  reciprocity, 

“  The  one  learn  manners  and  the  other  Greek.** 

But  we  do  not  think  that  the  amount  of  tendency  in  this  instituting 
to  make  Lord  Chesterfields  out  of  the  Oxford  and  Cambridge  **^****1* 
be  set  against  the  dctiiinent  to  the  characters,  both  of  those 
who  are  tricked  out  in  finery  and  dine  aloft  in  stute,  and  of  lh« 
members  of  the  Universities,  the  elder  as  well  as  the  younger,  to  ^ 
they  are  thus  marked  out  for  attention  and  flattery.  Neither, 
we  look  upon  the  good  accruing  to  the  young  men,  from  u 

in  courtesy  suppose  to  be  the  more  rational  talk  of  the  Fdlow»  u 
superior  to  thu  advantages  they  would  reap  from  inmgh^K  ^  ^ 
naiely  and  unreservedly  with  those  of  their  own  age  and  of  diffcf*^ 
tions  in  life.  There  is  no  reason,  too,  why  it  should  not 
while  of  lordlings  and  men  of  wealth,  aa  it  it  accounted  worth  i 
of  plebeians  and  poor  men,  to  go  through  the  University 
this  additional  advantage  of  rational  talk  at  meal  time  »  tiie  resineo*^ 
of  the  advantage  to  lordlings  and  men  of  wealrti  is  invidious.  .  ^

state  of  the  county.  Never  was  there  so  light  a  calendar  ;  only  seventy  or 
eighty  persons  to  be  tried,  instead  of,  as  on  former  occasions,  several  hundred^ 

The  reader  will  recollect  that  Tipperary  is  a  first-class  county, 
inferior  in  territory  only  to  Cork  and  Galway,  and  containing  a 
population  not  much  under  half  a  million — fully  double  of  the 
population  of  Kilkenny  or  Waterford.  This  is  a  circumstance 
which  is  not  sufficiently  kept  in  mind,  when  the  state  of  Tifiperary 
is  in  discussion.  A  calendar  of  seventy  or  eighty  offences  in  Tip¬ 
perary  is  not  heavier  than  one  of  thirty-five  or  forty  in  most  other 
shires.  Judge  Cramptoii,  addressing  the  Grand  Jury  of  Clare, 
the  population  of  which  is  little  more  than  half  of  that  of  Tip¬ 
perary,  used  these  words . — 

^  On  the  whole  of  the  calendar  there  are  but  twenty-eight :  I  willingly  hope 
and  believe  that  this  state  of  the  calendar  marks  an  improvement  in  the 
moral  condition  of  the  people.** 

Chief  Justice  Doherty  ought,  in  fairness,  to  have  made  a  similar 
observation  upon  the  Tipperary  calendar :  it  was  not  enough  to 
say  “  a  few  cases  will  be  sent  up.”  When  the  calendars  are 
heavy,  hit  Lordship  is  not  so  curl.  This  studious  omission  to 
make  those  complimentary  remarks,  which  common  candour  re¬ 
quired,  place  him  in  disadvantageous  contrast  with  the  Chief  Baron 
and  Judge  Burton,  who  have  not  allowed  the  proximity  of  a 
general  election  to  influence  the  tone  of  their  addresses  to  the 
Grand  Juries  upon  the  North  East  Circuit.  There  is  a  choice  of 
Tories,  as  of  all  other  evils.  The  bitterest  of  Tories  are  Tories 
promoted  by  Whigs. 

The  same  disingenuous  conduct  was  pursued  on  the  Leinster 
Circuit,  both  at  Wexford  and  Waterford.  On  the  Waterford 
calendar  there  were  but  seventeen  cases — on  the  Wexford  only 
eight !  Imagine  two  counties,  with  a  joint  population  of  half  a 
million,  producing  between  them  in  the  space  of  six  months  only 
twenty-five  crimes  cognisable  at  assizes.  Yet  not  a  syllable  of 
congratulation,  or  so  much  as  the  expression  of  a  feeling  of  satis¬ 
faction  at  symptoms  of  improvement  so  decided  and  remarkable. 

To  return  to  Tipperary — there  is  another  point  which  ought  to 
be  attended  to.  Under  tlie  head  of  murder,  houiicides  of  every 
description  are  classed  promiscuously.  Thus,  a  grossly  incorrect 
notion  is  created,  and  the  most  enormous  kind  of  homicide  af>- 
pears  to  be  the  most  prevalent,  vastly  to  the  convenience  of  the 
Timet  and  Standard,  who  are  as  fond  of  murders  as  any  writer  of 
nielodrames,  and  to  whom  a  mere  manslaughter  or  justifiable  homi¬ 
cide  is  not  worth  a  farthing.  Out  of  the  score  of  murders  said  to 
be  fur  trial  in  this  county  at  the  present  assizes,  it  appears  that  in 
six  or  seven  cases  only  three  have  been  capital  convictions.  Six 
or  seven  murders  is  certainly  a  bloody  catalogue,  hut  the  question 
is  not  the  absolute,  but  the  relative  prevalence  of  the  crime.  We 
■ever  remember  under  the  Tories  a  Tipperary  assizes  with  only 
half  a  dozen  convictions  for  murder,  or  a  calendar  with  less  than 
Sftv  and  sixty  alledged  murders  upon  it.

The  gain  may  be  a  good,  but  they 
rf  sordid  means  whereby  it  is  obtained.  Is  there  any  necessity  to  cast 
•te>ut  for  this  gain  in  this  sordid  fashion  ?  Of  this  we  are  assured,  that 
those  who  know  and  care  most  about  University  Reform,  and  those  whom 
t’oiversity  functionaries  choose  to  deride  and  impugn,  we  mean  the  phi- 
losophic  Radicals,  would  have  the  state  in  no  way  niggardly  of  pecuniary 
assistance  towards  educational  institutions,  and  that,  were  the  internal 
administration  of  the  Universities,  and  4heir  relation  to  the  supreme  go- 
ttfitimenr,  such  as  to  render  them,  by  any  possibility,  efficient  for  the 
grest  end  for  which  they  are  designed,  they  would  be  foremost  in  calling 
for  the  amplest  means  to  be  placed  at  their  disposal. 

Thus  much  concerning  the  distinctions  in  the  Colleges,  We  must  de¬ 
fer  some  remarks  which  we  had  intended  to  make  concerning  those  exist¬ 
ing  in  the  U Hirer sities^  and  some  suggestions  as  to  the  way  of  getting  rid 
oflmth  sets  of  distinctions.  We  look  upon  this  subject  of  the  existence 
of  factitious  distinctions  in  places  of  education  as  of  considerable  import- 
ance;  and  besides  its  intrinsic  importance,  there  are  two  additional  rea¬ 
sons  which  weigh  with  us  to  bring  it  prominently  forward ;  the  first, 
that  it  has  as  yet  been  almost  altogether  unnoticed ;  and  the  second,  that 
refDrm*may  very  easily  be  applied  at  once  to  this  one  part  of  the  Univer¬ 
sity  system,  which  is  small,  simple,  and  susceptible  of  separate  legislation, 
before  setting  about  the  many  other  reforms  which  are  also  needed,  but 
which,  in  order  to  be  effectual  and  systematic,  require  consideration  and 
delay.  _ _

Cavendish*  The  Royal  [)arty  went  in  three  carriages,  and  were  received  on 
their  arrival  at  the  Gallery  by  Sir  Martin  Archer  Shee,  President  of  the  Hoval 
Academy,  accompanied  by  the  officers  of  the  institution*  Sir  Martin  attended 
the  Queen  during  her  visit  to  the  difterent  schools.  After  remaining  upwards 
of  an  hour  the  Queen  left,  and  returned  to  the  new  Palace.

The  new  throne  has  been  fixed  "in  the  Palace.  It  it  a  most  magnificent 
piece  of  furniture.  The  platform  upon  which  the  gorgeous  chair  is  placed,  in 
sixteen  feet  long  by  ten,  and  raised  three  steps  from  the  floor.  It  is  covered 
with  crimson  velvet  pile  carpeting,  over  which  a  canopy  is  suspended  eighteen 
feet  in  height,  decorated  with  the  rose,  thistle,  and  shamrock,  interwoven  with 
foliage,  and  surmounted  with  a  beautifully-carved  crown  and  cushion.  Tim 
drapery  is  composed  of  the  richest  crimson  velvet  of  English  manufacturei 
lined  with  lutestring  of  the  same  tone.  The  tester  is  composed  of  velvet, 
pannelled,  with  a  broM. oak-leaf  and  acorn  gold  lace  trimming,  with  a  massive 
gold  rope.  Similar  decorations  are  used  in  forming  the  drapery  of  the  inside 
vallance.  The  vallance  eo  the  outside  is  of  u  different  design,  and  is  trimmed 
with  two  rows  of  gold  lace,  and  finished  with  a  deep  gold  fringe.  The  cur¬ 
tains,  which  are  exceedingly  full,  are  finished  in  a  similar  manner,  and  are 
loojied  up  with  a  gold  rope  and  tassels,  the  whole  forming  one  of  the  roost 
beautiful  structures  imaginable.  The  chair,  which  waa  not  finished  until  a 
late  hour  on  Thursday  night,  is  covered  with  crimson  velvet,  and  is  richly 
carved,  is  gilt,  aud  embroidersd  with  rows  of  deep  gold  lace.  The  footstool 
corresponds  in  colour  aud  magnificence  with  the  decoraiious  above  and  arc  .ind 
the  throne.

Narrative  of  an  Expedition  into  the  Interm  of  ATrica,  ly  the  River 
Nigtr^  in  the  Steutn  EessrU  Quorra  and  AlUarkah^  in  1832,  1833, 
and  1834.  By  Maegregor  Luirci,  and  K.  A.  K.  Oldfield,  Eurviving 
Officers  of  the  Expediiion.

When  the  enterprising  and  self-taught  Richard  Lander,  having 
penetrated  central  Africa  beyond  the  death-places  of  Mungo  Park 
and  Clapperton,  descended  the  river  Quorra  to  the  sea,  and  so  efiPected 
the  solution  of  a  problem  which  had  perplexed  the  moat  learned 
travellers, — his  discovery  was  hailed  with  an  enthusiasm  that  waa 
even  greater  among  mercantile  than  among  scientific  men.  The 
long  sought-for  highway  into  central  Africa  was  at  length  found,  at 
open  by  the  Niger  as  that  by  the  Rhine,  the  Danube,  the  Missis- 
sippi,  or  the  Orunooko,  is  into  their  respective  countries.  **  To 
the  merchant,"  Mr  Laird  oliserves,  "  it  oficred  a  boundless  field  for 
enterprise;  to  the  manufacturer,  an  extensive  market  for  hit 
goods }  and  to  the  energy  and  ardour  of  youth,  it  presented  the 
irresistible  charms  of  novelty,  danger,  and  ^venture."  That  ^«n« 
tleman,  accordingly,  in  conjunctiun  with  several  others  of  Liver¬ 
pool,  formed  a  company ;  the  first  objects  of  which  were,  to  of^n 
a  direct  cominunication  with  the  interior  of  Africa,  aud,  iuppoting 
this  successful,  to  establish  a  permanent  settlement  at  tht  juoetioa 
of  the  Tchudda  and  Niger,  for  the  purpose  of  colleccln(^  the  varioua 
products  of  the  country.  Lander  encouraged  the  *'  most  sanguine 
expectations  **  of  tbe  parties  engaged,  and  ultimately  atmehed 
bimseif  to  them.

In  ab^t  half  «e  hear, 
began  to  stagger,  and  totter  in  their  wnik ;  and  in  •  few 
(rageily  was  ended  by  their  fslliog  flat  oo  the  gvouiid  and  ®xp^*®fl 
dresdnii  aironiee.  'I'be  natives  seemed  accustosMd  to  such  eeeaee,  eae 
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MDd  and  n  thonannd  times  oter  chat  1  would  raihtrr  lose  my  electiou  tuaii  owe 
to  such  means.  If  I  wanted  arguments  lo  favour  of  the  ballot  the  election  just 
concluded  would  supply  me  with  them  in  abundance.  (Cheers.)  Mr  Palmer 
then  presented  himself,  but  spoke  amidst  such  a  tumult,  as  to  cause  what  he  said 
to  be  very  partially  heard.  Ihanks  beiug  voted  to  the  SheriflT*  the  Hall  was  dis¬ 
solved. 

•Si>Ml4wer4:.— Saturday  beinp  the  day  appointed  for  the  nomination  of  the  can¬ 
didates  for  Southwark,  at  about  ha1f-pM  ten  o’clock  the  candidates  arrived  in 
procession  from  their  respective  committee  rooms.  Mr  Humphrey  was  the  ftrst 
candidate  proposed.  Mr  Prrceral  nominating,  and  Mr  J.  H.  Warter  scceodiiijc 
him. —  Mr  Harvey  was  next  in  order.  Mr  C.  Anderson  proposing  him. — Mr 
Richards  was  nominated  by  Mr  C.  Barclay,  and  seconded  by  Mr  Pott.— All  the 
candidates  in  turn  addressed  thes.^mbled  multitude;  Mr  Richards  amidst  great 
oonfusioo.  A  sliow  of  hands  was  then  taken,  which  was  derlareU  to  be  in  favour 
of  Messrs  Humphrey  and  Harvey.  A  poll  was  demanded  for  Mr  Richards, 
which  took  place  on  Monday.— On  Tuesday  the  result  of  the  poll  was  declared 
by  the  SherilT  as  follows  Humphrey,  l.lMl ;  Harvey,  l,0;t7  ;  Richards,  847  ; 
Harrison,  !t.— The  announcement  was  received  with  a  loud  burst  of  cbeerUift, 
mingled  with  some  display  oi'  merriment  at  the  insi^iticaut  positions,  '*  small 
by  degrees  and  beautifully  leas,**  of  the  latter  two  candidates.— Messrs  Humphrey 
and  Harvey  made  their  acknowledgements  for  the  honour  emferred  on  them, 
and  Mr  Richards  breathed  forth  his  regrets. 

Fm-sburj/. — The  nomination  took  place  on  Monday,  at  Islington  green.  The 
prociwsion  of  Mr  Duncombe,  which  was  great  beyond  parallel,  started  from  (ho 
Relvidere  Tavern  at  eleven  o’clock,  and  it  was  joined  at  the  Angel  luii  by  (ho 
partisans  of  Mr  Wskley.  The  air  was  rent  by  htiszas  and  the  nsunl  election 
cries,  to  which  was  added,  what  never  before  was  uttered  im  such  an  occasion  in 
England,  "  Our  young  Queen  !**  Stick  to  the  Queen — slie’t  a  good  un.”  Mr 
Perceval  had  an  abundance  of  placards  hawked  about  and  colours  flying.  About 
a  quarter  past  eleven  Mr  Perceval  made  his  appearam^e  on  the  hustings,  and 
was  received  with  the  most  discordant  veils  ever  vociferated  on  Islington  arcen. 
B.  Armstrong,  Esq.  proposed,  for  the  third  time,  T.  S.  Duncombe,  Esq.  When 
he  first  proposed  him  he  felt  warranted  in  doing  so  by  the  battle  which  he 
fought  in  the  borough  of  Hertford.  Ill  the  Titues  the  other  day  it  was  urittcii 
tbet  Mr  Duticomlie  was  in  itmrmnce,  and  would  not  be  able  to  meet  the  electors. 
Who  did  the  meeting  thimk  was  the  author  of  that  foul  slander?  He  did  not 
know  whether  he  spoke  in  the  hearing  of  a  gentleman  of  the  name  of  Daniels — 
he  was  the  autlior.  (Cries — **  Here  he  is;  turn  him  out,  turn  him  out!’*)  Mell, 
profligate  as  the  Timrs  was,  it  hsd  the  candour  the  next  day  to  say  that  their 
correspondent  had  deceived  them.  ( l.Hiighier.)  The  speaker  then  took  a 
review  of  Mr  Dviucombe’s  services  in  Parliament. — ,  Hewitt.  Esq.  seconded 
the  nomination. —  H.  Smith,  Esq.  proposed  T.  W'akley,  When  he  first  pro¬ 

posed  him  he  said  that  that  gentleman  was  the  people's  Irieiid,  he  had  found 
him  to  have  been  so,  so  had  those  who  sent  him  ;  he  had  given  more  votes  than 
any  other  member,  and  not  one  against  the  liberties  of  the  pt'ople.  He  con¬ 
cluded  by  urging  that  their  watchword  should  be  Wskley,  the  Queen,  and 
Liberty.— The  motion  having  been  seconded,  Mr  Wakley  begged  they  would 
hear  the  little  the  other  party  had  to  say. — H.  Blanchard,  Es4|.  then  came  for¬ 
ward  amidst  much  clamour,  and  proposed  Mr  Perceval,  lie  would  not  say  ono 
word  of  tinkiiidiiess  against  the  other  candidates,  but  lie  could  nut  help  ssying 
that  the  measures  which  they  hud  ssnetioned  wert*  such  as  were  subversive  ot  the 
constitution  and  institutions  of  the  country,  (laiud  clamour,  which  cootinue'd  so 
long  and  freiiuent  that  it  was  impossible  to  hear  a  complete  sentence.)— Daniel 
Clittnii,  Esq.  seconded  the  nomiiiaticn.  (Here  (he  clamour  was  renewed,  uud 
he  was  told  to  retire  to  the  lion’s  den.)  The  candidates  then  addressed  the 
electors.  At  the  close  of  the  poll  on  Tuesday,  Mr  Diiucombe  addreesed  the  as¬ 
sembly  present,  and,  reading  a  provisional  statement  of  the  poll,  congratulateil 
them  on  the  result.  **  1  have  been  railed,”  said  he,  "  in  placards  the  enemy  of 
the  poor  man  (ciics  of  'Shame  !*),  and  Mr  Pertuval  has  been  called  his  friend, 
(cries  of  *  Oh,  ob!’).

(Cheers.**)— The  otficisl 
declaration  of  tbe  poll  for  the  bonuigh  of  Kiosbiirv  took  place  on  W  ednesday,  at 
one  o’clock.  At  (but  hour  Mr  Wakley  and  Mr  Duncombe  ascended  tbe  husiings. 
and  were  reruived  with  the  must  enthuriastir  cheering.  >hortly  after  one  o’clock , 
the  Hcturiiiiig  Oificer,  B  Hardwick,  Ks(|.  came  forward,  and  declared  :be  num¬ 
bers  as  follows:—’!'  Wakley,  Esq,  4,0.17;  T  b  Duncombe,  bsq,  4,tiU3;  D  M  Per¬ 
ceval,  1^,  ‘i,170.  It  was  bis  duty  to  declare  that  the  election  had  (alien  on  Mr 
Wakley  and  Mr  Duncombe  [iuiiiiense  ches^ring].  Mi  Wakley  first  returned 
thanks.  He  exposed  tbe  selnsli  purpose  of  the  Tunes  in  gutting  up  aii  outcry 
against  the  new  Poor  law. —  Mr  Duncombe  resd  to  the  asseuibly  a  latter  written 
by  a  Tory  clergyman  of  the  parish  (Mr  Mortimer),  respecting  (he  election, 
which  excited  much  indignation,  [v] 

7’.<u'er  Hamlets. — The  election  of  members  to  represent  this  borough  took 
place  on  Monday,  at  Stepney  green.  Dr  Lushmgton  and  Mr  Clay,  with  their 
respective  friends  and  supporters,  esme  on  tbe  huatiiigs  (consisting  of  two 
waggons,  with  an  awning  over  them)  at  hall  past  tweUc*.  There  was  no  opposi¬ 
tion.  Mr  (tcorgo  Dfl'er  propoved.  and  Mr  (>.  Pearce  seconded.  Dr  LuahiiiHton. 
Mr  John  Simpson  proposed,  and  Mr  C’oaies seconded,  the  nonunaiton  ul  Mr  Olay. 
I'he  caodidales  n  spectively  addiessed  (he  u.'^si.mihly.  Dr  Lu^hingtoii  first  spoke, 
and  deliveied  his  sentiments  at  couaideiable  leiiglli.  With  roierciice  to  the  pre¬ 
sent  state  of  the  national  prospects  the  learned  gentlemsu  said— ”  He  participated 
also  III  the  confidence  that  they  should  have  neace  and  good  goyernuient  in  the 
ensuing  reign.  He  thought  her  Majesty’s -cwndMct  evinced  simplicity,  gract  , 
decorum,  and  firmness;  and  also  (list  she  knew  (hu  great  task  which  was  com 
nutted  to  those  who  had  to  legislate  lor  the  greatest  country  in  the  world.  Ho 
believed  she  felt  the  leapousibility  ol  her  siliistion,  and  would  show  that  shn  w»s 
not,  like  Uiuny  sovereigns,  a  cipher  on  the  throne.  Blie  had  hitherto  given  proofs 
ot  an  independent  and  thinking  niiud ;  and  if  the  electors  at  lliw  coiunieucemwnt 
of  Jier  reign  showed  hut  a  gmai  Ireginiiing,  lie  believed  the  party  whuh  hml 
been  so  powerful,  and  which  had  so  long  revelled  in  thu  eujo^ment  of  power, 
would  gently  recede  iroui  their  pn*seiit  pmitiou,  and  thu  country  would  nave  .i 
powerful  government;  and  he  hoped  also  there  would  be  found  a  powerful  oppn 
siiiou  ii  that  government  attempted  lu  ahusti  ihu  aiithoritv  entrusted  to  them.” 
Dr  Lushiugtou  concluded  by  dennumuug  the  King  of  Hanover  as  unworiliy 
to  stand  in  his  present  relaiionship  to  the  EnglUh  throne,  (lanid  and  eoiii- 
linued  cheering.)— Mr  Clay  then  prest  tited  himself,  and  look  a  long  review  of 
the  progress  ol  atfairs  to  (heir  pre»ent  position.  Alter  uhseivmg  on  the  uiiteach- 
able  cliiuacter  of  the  Tories,  he  said  -  "  Rueb,  at  least  in  my  npiniun,  are  not  ibn 
ministers  by  whom  the  British  aovernmrnt  can  in  the  picsent  dsy  be  well  or 
solely  administered.  That  man  alono  is  fit  lo  he  minister  of  England  who  shows 
that  he  can  coirccdy  estirnate  the  inorsl  and  intellectual  coodiiion  of  his  fellow 
countrymen — who  is  prepared,  w lieu  nrcesssry,  to  advance  wUh  au  advancing 
age.

ill  health.”  This  morning’s  accounts,  we  may  add,  are  admirable.  The  Tories 
Msnted  confidently  on  tbe  triumph  of  Sir  John  Beckett  in  Leeds,  where  bis 
^milv  have  creat  influence.  The  return  of  Sir  W’illiam  Moleswortti  proves 
most  decisively  the  unpopularity  of  Toryism,  when  under  such  favourablo  cir¬ 
cumstances  it  co-jld  not  stand  its  ground.  In  the  metropolis  and  in  all  the  great 
manufacturing  capitals,  Uefonneni  have  been  exclusively  returned.  Manciiester 
and  Salford,  forming  together  the  great  manufacturing  capital  of  the  empire, 
liaTC  returned  Reformers  ;  Leeds,  the  capital  of  the  woollen  manufacture,  has 
reiunied  R^ormers ;  tbe  capital  of  the  iion  manufacture  has  returned  Reformers 
Wc  have  lost  one  Reform  Member  in  Liverpool  and  two  in  Hull.  Leeds, 
.Manchester,  and  Birmimrham,  being  new  borougn.s,  have  none  of  the  old  paupers, 
and  are  independent.  We  have,  however,  gaineit  one  in  Bristol,  if  we  have  lost 
one  in  Liverpool.  Edinbi  rgh  has  already  returned  its  two  Reform  members,  and 
Glasgow  will  also  return  its  old  representative*. 


THE  METROPOLIS. 

Citf  of  /antdoN.— The  nomination  for  the  City  took  place  on  Saturday.  The 
usual  formalities  having  been  gone  through,  the  candidates  were  proposed  m 
the  following  order.— Mr  Alderman  Wood,  by  Mr  C.  Perkins  ;  Mr  Grote.  by  Mr 
Jones  Lloyd ;  Mr  Crawford,  by  Mr  Larpeiit;  Mr  Pattison,  by  Mr  T.  Hankav, 
juD.  All  these  nominations  were  received  without  any  manifestation  of  hostile 
freling.  Mr  Aldermsn  Brown  at  length  came  forward  to  prop«Me  Mr  John 
'Horsley  Psimer,  but  tbe  execrations  with  which  he  was  received  by  one  purty, 
and  tbe  vociferous  cheeiing  of  the  other,  rendered,  him  for  a  long  time  altoge¬ 
ther  inaudible,  even  to  those  who  wore  in  his  iramedisto  vicinity.  Shouts  of 
••  You’re  done  Brown,** — **  Old  Pickwick,”  and  other  electioneering  jokes,  fol¬ 
lowed  every  attempt  of  tlic  worthy  Alderman  to  make  himself  heard.  Finding 
it  impoMible  to  be  heard  at  any  length,  the  worthy  Aldennan  had  the  good  sense 
to  fire  up  his  attempt,  and  concluded  by  telling  them  not  to  be  dictated  to  by 
any  party.  Messrs  Uootl,  Grote,  Crawford,  and  Pattison,  severally  addressed 
(be  el(H:torB.  Mr  Palmer  then  came  forward  and  spoke  for  several  minutes 
amidst  the  most  discordant  yells  and  groans,  and  the  cheers  of  his  own  friends. 
At  the  conclusion  of  his  address,  the  show  of  hands  was  taken,  and  the  contest 
lay  between  Mr  Crawford  and  Mr  Palmer,  the  numbers  being  so  nearly  even 
that  it  was  difficult  to  decide  between  them.  A  poll  was  demanded.  Monday 
was  devoted  to  the  taking  of  the  poll,  and  never,  perhaps,  was  more  anxiety 
manifested  in  the  City  of  London  in  respect  of  an  electioneering  occasion.  The 
excitement  arose  from  the  fact  of  the  Tory  journals  having  announced  that  Mr 
Palmer  had  a  majority  over  Mr  Grote,  instead  of  the  latter  gentleman  being 
ahesd  of  the  Tory  r4indidate.  Inquiries  were  made  early  at  the  different  coin- 
roittee  rooms,  and  no  satisfactory  information  could  be  obtained,  but  each  paity 
expressed  themselves  with  confidence  as  being  in  the  majority.  Tuesday,  how¬ 
ever,  set  tbe  matter  at  rest,  and  showed  that  tbe  enlightened  electors  of  the 
city  of  liOndoD  know  their  duty  to  their  country.  On  Tuesday  the  declaration  of 
tbe  poll  took  place.  Mr  Bherilf  Johnson,  in  the  absence  of  Sir  Janies  Duke, 
declared,  that  on  casting  np  the  poll-books,  it  appeared  that  .Mr  Alderroiin  Wood 
had  polled  6,517  votes;  Mr  Crawford,  6,071;  Mr  Pattison,  6,07rt  ;  Mr  Groti*, 
5.870— (this  aunnunerroent  was  received  with  the  most  deafening  shouts  of  ap- 
plausr)— and  Mr  Palmer,  5,873.  (Groans  and  cheers.}.  He  hpd  therefore  in 
declare  that  Mr  Alderman  Wood,  Mr  Crawford,  Mr  Pa'tisoii,  and'  Mr  Crete,  were 
duly  elected  to  represent  tbe  city  of  London  in  Parliament.  (liOiid  and  loiig- 
rentiiiued  cheering.)  The  candidates  returned  tliaiiks;  and  first,  Mr  Alderman 
Wood.  The  worthy  Alderman  showed  who  were  the  real  Drstructives “  Our 
opponents  tell  us,”  said  he,  **  that  we  are  Destructives.  (Groan.'i.)  For  that 
matter  1  can  only  say  that  we  have  all  of  us  a  little  property  to  lose  as  well  as  Mr 
Palmer  and  his  friends  (great  cheering)  ;  and  it  is  not  very  likely,  1  think,  that 
we  should  do  anything  to  destroy  it.  (Cheers.)  The  difference  between  our- 
■elves  and  our  opponents  is  this — that  whilst  we  arc  anxious  to  prot<>ct  our  own 
property,  we  are  determined  to  do  nothing  that  shall  deatroy  your  privilegtrs. 
(Cheers.)  No,  roy  friends,  ’tie  they  who  are  tbe  real  Destructives  (great  cheer- 
iBg);  they  would  destroy  every  good  iustitutioii.  (Cheers,  and  a  few  his!>es.) 
Ay,  bias  if  you  will ;  but  I  say  o»ir  opponents  are  the  real  Destructives.  (Cheers, 
and  hisses.)  Flvery  man  that  hisses  lo-day,  whilst  we,  the  four  Keforniers,  are 
addressing  you,  is  a  Destructive.  (Laughter,  cheers,  and  hisses  )  A  placard  has 
beea  stuck  up  about  the  streets,  in  which  my  three  mlleagites  and  mvself  are 
represented  as  harnessed  together  and  dragging  a  waggon  driven  l»y  Mr  OTon- 
Bell;  and  in  that  beautiful  picture  1  perceive  that  1  am  represented  av  a  s«*n  of 
idle  fellow;  tho  traces  about  me  are  slack,  and  it  looks  very  much  as  if  I  jibbed. 
(Great  laughter  nnd  cheering.)  Now  I  always  do  and  always  will  jib  when  any 
man  comes  to  me  and  asks  me  to  interfere  with  ihe  rights  and  liberties  of  tlin 
l^ple.

ft-beers )— Mr  Grote  now  stood  forward,  and  was  rapturously  received.  He  took

fApplanse.p  The  conduct  of  thia  gentleman  during  bis  connexion  with  the 
boTOueh  bad  been  unexceptionable  ;  and  he  was  certain  the  Reformers  would 
not  reject  him  for  such  a  man  aa  Mr  Baldwin.  (Loud  cheers  and  partial  hisses.) 

— Tboroas  Corey,  Esq.,  seconded  the  nomination  of  Mr  Hawes.— Charles 
Ewbank,  Esq.,  men  presented  himself  to  nominate  Mr  Baldwin,  but  was 
receirrd  with  such  loud  marks  of  disapprobation  that  scarcely  a  sentence  that  he 
ottered  could  be  beard.— Mr  Johnson  seconded  the  nomination  of  Mr  Baldwin. — 
Tbe  several  candidates'then  addressed  the  electors.— At  the  conclusion  of  Mr 
Ba)dwin*s  address  a  show  of  hands  was  taken  for  the  several  candidates.  For 
Mr  d’Eynconrt  and  Mr  Hawes  nearly  every  hand  was  raised.  For  Mr  Baldwin 
not  more  than  fifty  hands  were  exhibited.  A  poll  was  demanded  on  Tuesday, 
thiMjoll  was  taken  on  Wednesday.  Mr  Hawes  and  the  Right  Hon  C  Tennyson 
D’Eyncourt,  attended  by  their  friends,  proceeded  to  the  hustings,  on  Kenning* 
too-common,  to  hear  the  numbers  declared.  'I'he  carriages  and  four  of  the  two 
bonwnrablr  gentlemen  presented  a  most  splendid  appearance  ;  and  the  cortege 
which  precaeded  and  followed  them,  consisting  of  a  vast  number  of  open  car* 
Jrtaget,  si^e  with  four  horses,  and  several  graced  by  a  number  of  ladies,  formed 
a  proces^iion  of  from  a  quarter  to  nearly  half  a  mile  in  length. — The  Returning 
flfflc^r  proceeded  to  declare  the  numbers  to  be  as  follow;— Mr  Benjamin  Hawes, 
XJ134;  Tbe  Right  Hon  C  Tennyson  D'Eyncourt,  2,81 1 ;  Mr  Baldwin,  1,694; 
Und  declared  Benjamin  Hawes,  jun.  Esq,  and  tha  Right  Hon  C  Tennyson  D*Eyn> 
court  duly  elected.  The  hon  members  returned  thanks. 

Marylfhone. — On  Monday  the  nomination  for  this  borough  took  place.  A 
gtest  deal  of  excitement  prevailed,  and  the  partisans  of  the  different  candidates 
paraded  the  leading  streets  of  the  borough  with  bands  of  music  and  banners. 
Lord  T»  gnmoutb's  meu  marched  up  to  tbe  hustings  shortly  after  ten,  headed  by 
e  brass  band  and  s  large  blue  flag,  with  the  inscription  **  Lord  Teignmouth  and 
the  true  interests  of  the  people.*’  A  large  number  of  coalheavers  and  others  of 
bis  lordship's  supporters  assembled  in  the  front  of  the  hustings  with  the  Teign- 
knouth  tickets  in  their  hats.  About  balfpast  ten  Mr  Hall  arrived  at  tbe  hustings 
tn  s  sort  of  triumphal  car,  preceded  by  splendid  dags  and  banners,  and  a  band 
of  musicians.  Hall’s  meu  forced  their  way  up  through  the  dense  crowd  to  tbe 
bustiofs  with  great  spirit,  amid  the  cheers  of  the  assembled  multitude.  After 
the  usual  formalities  bad  been  gone  through,  Mr  J.  Hope  came  forward  to  pro- 
P'iaa  Sir  Samuel  Whalley.  He  came  forward  to  propose  an  old  friend  with  an 
®ld  face,  not  a  new  one.  (Hear.)  When  he  first  came  forward  to  propose  Sir 
Samuel  Whalley,  he  recommended  him  because  he  thought  he  would  uphold 
the  rights  of  the  crown  as  well  as  the  righu  of  tbe  people,  and  protect  tbe 
interests  of  all,  evenol  the  lowest  amongst  them.  (Loud  cheers.) — Mr  Drummond 
seconded  the  nomination  of  bisold  and  tnedfrtend  and  representative.  Sir  S.  Whal* 
ley  had  proved  bis  principles  by  hia  actions.  He  was  quite  sure  they  would  not 
de^sde  themselves  by  allowinir  themselves  toberepresentedby  a  Tory  such  as  Lord 
Teignmciuth. — [The  mob  now  became  so  riotous  that  it  was  impossible  to  bear 
aoyt'uing  that  was  said,  and  several  tremendous  fights  took  place  in  the  crowd  ; 
piktard  boards  and  human  beads  were  broken  with  an  equal  want  of  discrimina* 
kloa  between  the  one  and  the  other  ]  Mr  R.  Alston  then  came  forward  to  pro 
pose  Sir  W.  Home,  but  for  a  long  time  failed  to  obtain  a  hearing.  He  would 
toot  exhaust  himself  and  tire  their  patience,  but  should  content  himself  simply 
With  nominating  hir  W.  Horne,  who  bad  claims  upon  their  grateful  remembrance. 
When  he  was  in  parliament  with  Lord  Grey  (cries  of  We  had  enough  of  him, 
hnd  be  shan’t  go  again  I  ”)  be  was  always  the  advocate  of  Che  rights  of  the  people  and 
the  best  interests  of  the  community.  He  contributed  much  to  the  passing  of  the 
reform  bill ;  he  voted  against  those  odious  enactments  the  test  and  corporation 
acts.—  Mr  Briggs  seconded  the  nomination.  M  r  Kensett  next  appeared  to  propose 
Mr  Young.  He  told  the  electors  their  cause  was  good  if  they  were  willing  to 
support  it.  (Cheers  )  He  was  the  supporter  of  the  laws  and  the  friend  of  the 
liberty  of  the  subject,  aud  deserved  the  support  of  every  friend  of  liberty  in  this 
country.  Mr  Clapp  seconded  the  nomination.  Mr  Heveudeonow  came  forward 
to  propose  Mr  Hall.  He  described  the  candidate  as  a  tried  liberal,  and  one  who 
bad  never  truckled  to  any  party.  Dr  Harriaon  seconded  the  nomination  of  Mr 
Hall.  Mr  Peyton  proposed  Lord  Teignmouth  amidst  tbe  most  discordant  yells, 
biases,  and  groans,  and  the  chetnrs  of  his  own  party.  I'he  moment  he  appeared, 
with  his  lordship  by  his  side,  he  became  the  signal  for  the  greatest  uproar  that 
characterised  the  proceedings  of  one  of  tbe  most  stormy  noniinatioua  that  we 
ever  witneased.  Not  a  single  word  of  what  Mr  Peyton  uttered  could  we  catch, 
although  we  were  withio  a  few  feet  of  the  speaker.  Mr  Greenwood  seconded 
the  nomination  in  dumb  show  as  perfect  as  that  of  his  predecessor  Mr  Peyton, 
end  amid  cries  of' the  **  Duke  of  Cumberland  I”— The  several  cahdidates  then 
addressed  the  electors.  The  polling  terminated  on  Wednesday  at  four,  the  Con* 
servative  candidate  being  defeated.  The  appearance  of  Portland  place  at  the  close 
of  th«  pull  was  very  animated,  nearly  every  balcony  being  crowdt'd  with  ladies. 
B.  Hall,  Esq,  and  Bir  Samuel  Whalley  were  the  successful  candidates. — Pinal 
close  of  the  poU  :— Hall,  3,488  ;  Whalley. 3,302;  Teignmouth,  2,914  ;  Young,  768; 
Home,  638.— Sir  Samuel  Whalley  and  Mr  Hall  made  their  acknowledgments  to 
the  electors.  Sir  Samuel  said,  **  He  felt  it  necessary  to  offer  to  them  a  justihea* 
tion  of  one  of  the  candidates,  because  it  had  bi'en  said  that  that  gentleman 
ought  to  have  resigned  at  an  earlier  period  [and  so  he  ought !].  He  alluded  to 
Mr  Young,  and  gratitude  obliged  him  (Sir  S  Whalley)  to  state  the  reason  for 
that  gentleman  {refusing  to  resign  earlier  than  he  did.  Mr  Young  was  quite 
ewsre  from  au  early  piriod  of  the  day  that  be  stood  no  chance  of  being  elected, 
end  as  far  as  be  was  persoutlly  concerued  he  was  then  desirous  to  resign  the 
contest,  but  St  that  time,  and  up  to  two  o’clock,  the  noble  lord  (Teignmouth)  bad 
been,  by  tbe  zeal  of  bis  friends,  placed  at  tbe  head  of  the  poll  [groans],  and  he 
Was  followed  so  closely  by  Mr  Hall  and  himself  that  it  became  a  matter  of  diffi 
culty  to  decide  whether  or  not  one  of  them  must  not  lose  his  election.  Mr  Young 
being  told  this,  iminedistely  said,  that  if  there  was  soy  fear  that  by  his  (Mr 
Yeung’s)  resignation  the  whole  of  the  noble  lord’s  friends  would  be  induced  to 
vote  for  Mr  Hall— msnv  of  them  having  already  done  so— and  thereby  throw  out 
bim  [Sir  Samuel  Wballeyl,  be  [Mr  Young]  would  maintain  bis  station  as  a  can¬ 
didate  te  tbe  latest  hour  of  polling  [cheers].  Gratitude  and  respect  for  his  friend 
bad  drawn  from  bim  [Sir  Samuel]  this  public  declaration.  He  could  not  refrain 
from  congratulating  Mr  Hall  at  this  complete  triumph  of  tbe  principles  of  Re* 
form  under  the  most  disadvantageous  circntmtaoces.*'  Mr  Young  congratulated 
tbe  electors  on  haring  secured  the  services  of  two  good  Reformers.  Alluding  to 
til#  division  of  the  Refonp  voters,  he  said  he  hoped  that  would  be  the  lust 
Mtiaily  quarrel  they  would  have  in  tbe  borough. 

H'rrfmliMfrr.— Tbe  nomination  took  place  on  Tuesday,  and  tbe  scene  was 
such  a  one  as  those  familiar  with  Covent  Garden  Elections  would  have  said  aua* 
taiaed  the  character  uf  the  place.  Pmm  hall-past  twelve,  when  Sir  G.  Murray 
end  hts  friends  came  on  the  liustinga,  till  half  past  two,  there  was  sn  almost  inces¬ 
sant  shower  of  missiles  from  tbe  crowd,  directed  against  the  candidates  uf  whom 
they  respee*ively  disapi»roved ;  and  we  regret  to  say,  in  geoersl  very  ill 
directed,  for  they  but  too  often  fell  short  of  tbe  aim  and  struck  the  constables 
end  the  innoxious  reporters,  who  were  placed  in  the  front  and  had  to  bear  all 
the  brunt  of  the  battle.  Doe  constable  was  severely  cut  by  some  sharp  missile 
nnder  the  eve,  but  we  believe  that  was  the  only  serious  accident.  Turnips, 
radishes,  onions,  lettuces,  cabbage-stalks,  and  every  sort  of  rubbish  tbe  multi¬ 
tude  could  eolirct.  Were  iueessantly  showered  on  tbe  hustings.  General  Evans, 
while  addruMiag  them,  received  s  severe  blow  on  tbe  cUuek  from  some  hard 
substanoe.  General  Evans  said — **  His  constituents  bad  g;iven  him  a  kind  welcome 
upon  his  return — a  welcome  the  more  delightful  to  him  because  it  conveyed 
to  his  mind  a  proof  that  not  only  were  his  services  appreciated  and  his  conduct 
approv^  by  his  friends,  but  that  tbe  vile  and  mslignant  calumniss  of  his  poli¬ 
tical  ttOBiies  during  his  absence  bad  totally  failed.  Now  that  bis  enemies 
oamo  to  meet  him  bw#  to  fsoe,  and  in  the  preseuoe  of  those  whose  minds  they 
bad  aa  much  abused  with  regard  to  him.  be  was  not  sorry  to  see  that  they  found 
it  aeoraeary  to  appear  uoder  the  protection  of  a  screen  or  fortihestion  to  shield 
Ohom  IriMa  that  indignation  which  they  well  knew  to  be  their  merited  portion. 
[The  slluoon  here  made  was  to  s  huge  leathern  apmn  dropped  from  tbe  roof  of 
the  hustlags  so  as  almost  to  cover  the  faces  of  Sir  George  Murray’s  party.  It 
hflhvded  some  protection  from  the  vegetable  missiles  <icca<dunslly  directed  st  the 
Tory  bttoih.]  If  was  stimeihing  like  a  sign  of  returning  honesty  In  the  Tories, 
ind  he  ballad  it  ss  sueh.  whi  n  they  wmu  ashamed  to  show  tueir  fwoet  to  thu 
Hritiih  nnMfc,  whmN  tbey  had  so  long  deluded  and  pluuJertd  [cheers  and 
Ih^^lftgrj.  The  gtitt***  ethcer  then  paid  a  bsudimte  tributd  of  praise  to  the 
'  l^i«iib  natW  man  who  was  employed  by  a  foreign  country  oould.bbni'

fested  towards  him.  It  bad  been  a  source  of  great  paio  to  him  ♦  i.. 
attacks  made  upon  his  Spanish  companions  in  arms.  The  public  #»^**^*^* 
country  wav,  he  beliered.  much  at  fault,  not  only  upon 
tbe  personal  character  of  the  Queen  Regent.  Pew  sovereigns  wHil’ 
loved  or  respected  by  their  subjects  than  she  was  by  the  Sosnf  ^ 
amongst  whom,  on  account  of  her  political  good  faith  and  rvetit^* 
sincere  devotion  to  the  cause'  of  liberty,  there  existed  s  very  stron ^ 
admiration  and  personal  regard.**  General  Evans  then  advened 
of  cruelty  to  his  men  to  give  them  a  complete  denial.

He  begged  their  attention  for  two  or  three  minutes  to  declare  bit 
political  opinions ;  and  he  would  say,  in  the  flist  place,  that  he  was  a  Kefomrr 
in  every  sense  of  tbe  w  ord ;  but  not,  as  the  Tory  papers  said,  a  Uestructire 
Those  were  the  real  Destructives  who  would  keep  up  all  abns*  s,  and  at  the 
same  time  neglected  the  welfare  of  the  people;  while  he  wished  to  keep  op 
their  institutions,  and  have  all  their  abuses  removed  [chuera].  Sir  George 
Murray  next  spoke,  and  described  himself  as  standing  there  to  support  the  con. 
stitution.  His  reception  was  tbe  reverse  of  flattering.  Tbe  High  BaililT  then 
asked  for  a  show  of  bands  in  favour  of  General  De  Lacy  Evans.  Nearly  tbs 
whole  of  the  vast  multitude  held  them  up,  striking  them  together  with  tbe 
greatest  enthusiasm.  The  same  question  being  asked  of  tbe  meeting  in  farovr 
of  Mr  Leader,  the  multitude  responded  in  precisely  tbe  same  way  ts  before. 
On  the  same  question  being  put  in  favour  of  Sir  George  Murray,  about  forty 
persons  held  up  their  bands  in  reply.  Wednesday  was  devoted  to  the  taking  of 
tbe  poll.  Thursday  being  the  day  fixed  for  the  declaration  of  the  suceessfu! 
candidates  by  the  High  Bailiff,  thousands  were  collected  from  an  early  hour  in 
the  morning  to  manifest  their  joy  in  the  triumph  which  the  Queen’s  Govern¬ 
ment,  the  principles  of  Reform,  aod  the  supporters  of  Liberalism  had  obiaioed 
over  the  Tories,  the  vilest  arts  of  delusion,  aud  the  basest  means  that  ever  yef 
have  been  employed  in  tbe  support  of  a  bad  cause.  The  time  appointed  for  the 
declaration  was  two  o’clock,  and  punctually  to  the  moment  the  High  Bailiff, 
accompanied  by  the  successful  candidates.  General  Evans  and  Mr  Leader,  with 
their  friends,  appeared  on  tbe  hustings.  Tbey  were  received  Vriih  tbe  meet 
enthusiastic  demonstrations  of  joy  from  the  assembled  multitude.  Tbe  lligi; 
Bailiff  then  catue  forward  and  said Gentlemen,  it  now  becomes  my  duty  to 
HDDOunce  to  you  the  result  of  this  most  important  struggle.  The  numbers  vre, 
for  Colonel  Evans,  3,715  [cheers];  for  Mr  Leader,  3,793  [cheers];  for  Sir  George 
Murray,  2,620  [groans]  ;  consequently  Colonel  Evans  aud  Mr  Leader  are  elected 
as  your  representatives  in  Puriiameut  [long-continued  cheering.]  After  thu  an 
nouncement,  the  two  new  made  members  returned  thanks,  and  were  afterward* 
chaired  round  the  city. 

Greenwich  [3]— The  nomination  took  place  on  Tuesday.  At  ten  o’clock  Captain 
Napier  aud  the  other  candidates  appeared  on  the  hustings,  and  were  received 
by  their  several  friends  with  shouts  of  applause.  The  gallant  officer  wore  the 
insignia  of  several  orders  on  his  breast,  and  looked  in  the  best  possible  health 
and  spirits.  Mr  Harewood,  the  barrister,  proposed  Mr  Barnard  ;  Colonel  Fore- 
man,  Mr  Wolverley  Attwood;  and  Captain  Feade,  R  N.,  Captain  Napier.— The 
show  of  hands  was  then  taken,  and,  notwithstanding  the  tremendous  efforts  at 
packing  the  meeting  which  had  been  made  by  the  opposite  party,  was  decidedly 
in  favour  of  the  Liberal  candidates.  A  poll  was  demanded  by  Mr  Aitwcod.  fhe 
poll  being  taken  on  Wednesday,  on  Thursday  morning  the  official  declaration  of 
tbe  state  of  the  poll  at  its  close  was  made  by  the  Returning  Dfficer,  Mr.  Hsket. 
At  an  early  hour  the  friends  of  the  candidates  assembled  before  the  hustinp. 
Mr  Fisher  declared  the  numbers  at  the  close  of  the  poll  to  have  been Att¬ 
wood,  1,368;  Barnard,  1,194 ;  Napier,  1,159.

With  only  throe  exeep* 
tioiis,  every  lawyer  in  the  city  voted  for  the  Tories,  and  without  any  axoeptkm 
whatever,  every  parson  of  tbe  Established  Church  recorded  his  vote  ai^naC  tho 
popular  party.  And  vet  a  minority  of  forty-four  secures  (u  Mr  Bulwer  th# 
honourable  pont  in  which  he  ia  tbe  pride  of  his  constituents,  and  their  best  an4 
proudest  tribute  to  their  country.”  We  will  illustrate  thb  extract  by  a  short 
note  from  th^roceedings  on  the  hustin;^,  on  the  day  of  the*  nomination  of  th# 
candidates.  The  Alderman  Rudgard,  a  tri<^  friend  of  refonu,  put  the  following 
question  tu  the  reverend  Mr  Humphrey  Hibtborp— **  1  aak  you  if  you  have  net 
paid  two  sovereigns  each  for  a  vote  f  I  can  bring  forward  more  than  two  par* 
sons  who  will  prove  that  you  have  paid  tbe  two  sovereigns  each.  1  aak  yon  if 
you  [can  deny  ft  7  ”  To  tbu  tbe  reverend  gentleman  replM— **  In  anawer  to  Mr 
Hudgsrd’s  question,  1  have  no  hesitation  in  saying  that  I  not  only  gave  two 
sovereigns  to  turn  or  three,  but  to  three  or  four  hundred  of  those  who  msMod 
me.  (l>>ud  bursts  of  indignation  and  ironical  cheers.)  Hut  when  I  gave  it  / 
said  it  was  for  past  services,  and  I  declare  1  never  promised  an  individual 
anything  when  1  canvassed  for  bis  vote ;  I  have  always  said,  *  Do  aa  you  pleaao.* 
(Treme^ous  uproar.)  ”  We  subjoin  a  fine  passage  from  Mr  Bulwer’s  admira¬ 
ble  spetich  at  the  nomination,  which  is  elsewhere  also  quoted  from,  in  asisrtiun 
of  his  literary  claims ”  My  hon.  friend,  Dr  Beaty,  bm  alluded  to  my  attach¬ 
ment  to  literature.  What  be  dtes  in  my  behalf,  you  [Mr  R.’s  Tory  opponents] 
have  made  ah  accusation  against  roe.  Of  my  attempts  in  literature  it  is  not  for 
me  to  speak ;  nor  is  it  for  conservative  critics,  but  for  time  and  tha  public  to 
declare,  whether  they  have  been  such,  as  to  increase  or  diminish  my  claims  on  an 
English  reostituency.

E reparation  on  the  part  of  the  Liberal  party  would  have  enabled  them  tn  return 
sell  fuerobers.  Up  to  the  last  period  the  Reform  party  had  been  expecting  the 
appearance  of  Mr  Wharton  Burdon  to  oppose  Mr  Hinde  ;  but  he  declined  to 
stand  on  the  Saturday  preceding  the  election.  On  Sunday,  Dr  Beaumunt, 
whose  imprisonment  in  France,  under  the  government  of  Louia  Phillipe,  pave 
celebrity  to  his  name,  arrived  in  the  town  on  the  invitation  of  the  Radical 
Reformers,  and  on  Monday  morning  addressed  the  electors  from  the  hustings,  as 
a  candidate.  He  had  scarcely  done  so.  when  Captain  Cnulaon,  a  known  Tory, 
waa  proposed:  Mr  Ord  and  Mr  Hodgson  Hinde,  the  late  members,  were  of 
morse  put  in  nomination.  Under  these  circumstances  Dr  Headlam  then  came 
forward  and  b^ged  to  call  the  attention  of  the  meeting  to  the  present  very  novel 
situation  of  affairs.  He  could  not  hut  think  that  all  this  was  a  deep  laid  scheme  of 
Mr  Hodgson  Hinde,  for  the  purpose  of  securing  the  election  of  two  Tories.  He 
was  only  surprised  that  an  honourable  man  like  Capt.  Coulson  should  have 
attached  himself  to  the  triumphal  car  of  Mr  Hodgson  Hind**.  The  only  course 
was  to  enlarge  the  field  of  their  choice,  by  proposing  to  the  electors  another 
candidate,  who,  if  elected,  he  was  sure  would  do  honour  to  the  represerttation. 
The  candidate  he  should  propose  was  by  birth  a  gentleman,  by  education  a 
scholar,  and  by  habits  a  complete  man  of  business.  With  respect  to  his  political 
opinions  he  had  had  many  opportunities  of  expressing^  them  to  his  fellow-towns¬ 
men.  He  begged  to  propose  Charles  John  Bigge.  Esq.,  as  a  fit  and  proper 
person  to  receive  the  votes  of  the  electors  [applause].  Mr  Bigge  made  an 
excellent  speech,  !•  the  course  of  which  he  assured  the  meeting  that  a  few 
hours  ago  he  had  no  idea  that  he  should  have  to  appear  before  them  in  any 
other  el$mracter  than  as  the  supporter  and  representative  of  h\s  friend  Mr  Ord.

Since  ve  last  wrote  the  Spanish  Pretender  has  sustained  another  de- 
UmL  ar*  and  another,  though  we  do  not  find  that  the  circumstance  has 
.  f(^iowed  by  any  marled  results.  He  remained,  during  three  days, 
within  sight  of  Valencia,  but  bis  only  attempt  against  the  city  was  con¬ 
fined  to  a  slight  skirmish.  He  then  proceeded  in  the  direction  of 
Madrid,  by  the  road  of  Laa  Cabrillas.  General  Oraa,  who  had  for  some 
•  oheerring  his  movements,  having  effected  a  junction  at  Cuarta 

with  Borso  and  Sanches,  and  thus  found  himself  at  the  head  of  9,000 
HKD,  attacked  the  rear-guard  of  the  insurgents,  on  the  15th,  at  nine 
o'clock,  at  the  VenU  de  Poyo.  The  engagement  lasted  until  seven  o’clock 
in  the  evening.  According  to  information  before  us,  Don  Carlos 
has  not  only  lost  from  2,000  to  3,000  men,  but  two  companies  belonging 
to  his  army  have*  deserted  to  the  Queen.  An  official  report,  published 
on  the  20th,  at  Saragossa,  states  that  Oraa  had  again  attacked  the  Car- 
lists  on  the  17th  at  Chiva,  and  inflicted  upon  them  a  second  considerable 
loss.  Under  these  discomfitures,  we  may  imagine  that  Don  Carlos  will 
he  as  anxious  to  evacuate  the  neighbourhood  of  Valencia  as  he  once 
seemed  to  be  to  approach  it.  But  although  these  defeats  would  seem  to  show 
that  Carlos  is  unable  to  keep  in  awe  the  Queen’s  troops  immediately 
upon  his  skirts,  there  is  still  big  ulk  of  his  intending  a  march  upon 
Madrid.  *Cueo9a  is  now  said  to  be  the  line  of  advance  he  means  to  take. 
’This  town  is  situated  about  half-way  between  Valencia  and  Madrid,  and 
forms  a  convenient  position  for  the  Pretender,  either  to  approach  the 
capital,  or  to  occupy  the  high  road  to  Murcia  and  Andalusia. 

'fhe  Guardia  Naciomtl  gives  the  following  particulars  of  the  affair  of 

the  15lh: _ “  Tho  cavalry  of  Borso  arrived  in  very  good  time.  The 

English  war  vessels  had  gone  for  it  to  Vinaroz,and  landed  it  near  the  field 
of  battle.  A  column  of  J.OOO  men  is  leaving  Valencia  to  pick  up  the 
fugitives,  and  carry  in  wounded.  All  the  vehicles  in  the  city  have  been 
put  into  requisition  for  that  object.  It  is  said  that  400  men  of  Cabrera’s 
bands  havt  etated  to  exist.  Had  the  rebels  been  victorious,  the  English 
vessels  would  have  landed  several  hundred  marines  and  some  cannoneers. 
400  Navarrese  prisoners  are  now  conducting  to  Valencia.  The  affair 
was  attended  with  considerable  loss  on  lK>th  sides.  If,  as  wc  presume, 
Barrens  covered  all  the  points  in  the  rear  of  the  enemy,  the  result  of  the 
action  may  be  most  important.  One  is  inclined  to  suppose  that  the  plan 
of  the  expedition  has  been  suggested  to  Dun  Carlos  by  his  enemies.  On 
all  sides  the  population  flies  at  his  approach,  and  few  are  those  who  join 
his  standard.** 

Accounts  subsequent  to  the  almve  affirm  that  the  Carlist  general 
Jsriateguy  had  certainly  passed  the  Ebro,  but  was  pursued  by  Escalera, 
who  was  reported  to  have  a  superior  force.  They  mention  a  remarkable 
circumstance,  which  is,  that  Don  Carlos  had  made  a  counter-march  to 
Cantavieja,  which  led  to  the  opinion  that  he  intended  to  re-cross  the 
Ebro.  The  necessary  orders  had  been  given  for  the  purpose,  if  possible, 
of  intercepting  him. 

If  it  be  true,  that  when  the  annals  of  a  country* are  uninteresting  its 
inhabitants  maybe  supposed  happy  and  prosperous,  then  are  the  French 
at  present  peculiarly  fortunate ;  for  we  do  not  find  in  their  public  journals 
the  record  of  any  event  worthy  of  being  transferred  to  our  pages.  Per¬ 
haps  a  slight  exception  may  be  allowed  Ibr  the  trial  and  condemnation  of 
General  Donnadieu,  for  the  libel,  of  which  we  formerly  made  mention. 
He  has  been  sentenced  to  two  years*  imprisonment. 

Information  has  reached  this  country  of  a  military  insurrection  having 
broken  out  in  Portugal.  It  appears  that  it  was  learnt  at  Lislmn  on  the 
14th  that  a  battalion  of  the  4lh  Ca9adures,  quartered  in  villages  near 
Braga,  had  arrested  their  officers  and  proclaimed  Don  Pedro’s  Constitu¬ 
tion.  On  receiving  this  intelligence  by  telegraph,  the  Government 
ordered  the  Military  Governor  of  Oporto  to  proceed  with  all  his  dispos¬ 
able  force  against  the  insurgents.  A  part  of  the  garrison  of  Oporto  had 
accordingly  marched  against  them.  The  subjoined  letter  from  a  gentle- 
niao  who  came  passenger  in  the  Calpe  would  seem  to  assert  that  the 
danger  was  all  over,  but  that  is  not  in  accordance  with  other  accounts 
before  us:— 

"  Falmouth,  July  2fl _ I  have  Just  arrived,  per  Calpe,  after  a  long  and 

passagi^  having  been  obliged  to  put  into  Vigo  for  coals.  Theie  had 
been  some  disturhances  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Oportob  Some  of  the 
chyter-party  wiahing  for  place,  &c.,  had  bribed  soone  of  the  troops  to  mutiny, 
bat,  by  the  hut  telegraphic  dispatch,  it  had  been  put  down,  and  about  one  hun¬ 
dred  and  fifty  of  them  had  fled  to  Valbncia,  on  the  borders.  The  Ministry 
bad  applied  to  the  Cortea  for  a  suapenaion  of  the  haheaa  corpus,  which  was 
K|Vt^  also  two  hundred  cuotos,  to  be  raised  immediately ;  they  had  arrested 
*^t  twenty-live  obnoxious  persons  in  Lisbon,  and  intended  shipping 
them  oC** 


The  commissioners  chosen  hy  the  King  of  Hanover  to  examine  the 
constitution,  or,  in  fact,  to  bold  a  coroner’s  inquest  on  the  body  of  the 
murdered  constitution,  arc  Scheie,  the  signer  and  perpetrator  of  the 
decree  of  abolition  ;  Count  Charles  Wvdel,  Director  of  the  Judicial 
9*****®®^y  of  Osnabruck ;  Councillor  Jacobi,  of  Hanover;  and  Coun¬ 
cillor  Bmbmar,  of  Gottingen.  Whilst  the  English  Tory  prints  defend 
the  King  of  Hanover,  by  saying  that  he  has  not  abrogated  the  constltu- 
^oac  of  Hanover  allow  that  by  the  royal  patent  the  Constitution  of 
^  B^one  in  vigour.  The  German  Journal  of  F rankfort  auurea  ua  that 
**  higher  riaasea  are  alone  capable  of  appreciating  the  advaniagea  or  dia- 
•d»aotag«a  of  the  constitution.**  This  is  good  Tory- Cumberland  doctrine. 
•^Chronicle.  Baatiif,  July  18.— The  King  of  Frusaia  got  sight  of 
the  royal  patent  uf  tiie  new  K»ng  of  Hanuver  at  Dresden,  on  his  journey 
^*FopHu.  He  is  said  to  have  highly  disapproved  of  the  same,  and  to  have 
■B^wlth  written  to  Ernest  Augustus  to  recommend  to  him  the  greatest 
F*^ution  in  his  measures.  Jt  is  further  said  that  (feneral  Mufliing, 
y*  hnown  for  his  (Conservative  principles,  lias,  for  that  very  purpose, 
choun  to  proceed  to  Hanover,  to  restrain  the  King  from  measures 
^hifh  might  call  forth  a  hurst  of  discontent.  'I'hat  discontent,  indeed, 
•! ready  ;  it  will  not,  we  confidently  ho|)e,  terminate  iu  violence, 
moat  assuredly,  go  on  Increasing,  If  the  result  realise  fbe 
which  the  royal  patent,  eonibincd  with  the  wcll  kii»»wa  vietrs 
««  tha  Duka  of  Cumberland,  are  but  too  much  calculated  to  raiao. 


'fhe  German  papers  intimate  that  Poland  is  to  be  replaced  under  a 
viceroy,  so  as  to  have  again  a  sort  of  separate  national  existence. 

A  Frankfort  paper  states  that  Count  Munster  will  positively  be  placed 
at  the  head  of  the  Cabinet  of  Hanover,  but  that  the  organization  will 
not  take  place  till  the  King  returns  from  Carlsbad.  , 


The  Times  now  states  that  it  is  not  surprised  at  the  defeat  of  Sir  G. 
Murray  in  Westminster,  and  the  other  Tory  candidal  in  Marylebone.  If 
it  be  not  surprised  at  these  defeats,  pray,  why  did  it  assure  its  readers  of 
the  certainty  of  success?

the  appointment,  in  liis  stead,  of  the  Bishop  of  Norwich.  'Fhe  salary,  it 
seems,  is  only  1/.  15s.  per  annum,  so  that  the  Bishop  of  Norwich  can 
only  have  gained  honour  hy  the  appointment.  If  the  appointment  h«d

had  he  not  been  what  is  familiarly  termed  **  hard  up*'  for  cash.  It  ap¬ 
pears  that  the  plaintiff'  offered  to  accommodate  the  Right  Rev.  Prelate 
by  accepting  a  cognotity  and  that  he  was  driven  against  his  will  to  the 
steps  he  took.  We  are  sorry  for  the  Right  Rev.  Bishop,  hut  we  can  un¬ 
derstand,  at  the  same  time,  why  it  might  be  more  desirable  to  have 
anotker  Clerk  of  the  Closet." 


PERSONAL  NEWS. 

Tub  Lord-Lieutenant  or  Ireland  and  the  Irish  Tutor.— The 
marks  of  favour  and  approbation  which  the  Lord- Lieutenant  has  re¬ 
ceived  from  his  candid  and  generous  Sovereign  during  Ms  late  visit  tu 
London  have  no  great  tendency  to  sweeten  the  dispositions  of  his  ene¬ 
mies,  who  are  the  enemies  of  Ireland,  towards  him.  Lord  Westmeath, 
Lord  Wicklow,  Lord  Roden,  and  all  the  tribe  of  little  men  who  think 
it  is  a  sign  of  greatness  to  scorn  the  land  that  bore  them,  are  in  a  perfeit 
fury  at  the  success  of  Lord  Mtilgrave’s  endeavours  to  reclaim  their 
countrymen  hy  moderation  and  equanimity.  But  the  mean  and  vindic¬ 
tive  nature  of  their  hostility  is  almost  lust  sight  of  in  the  contemplation 
of  its  absurdity.  Can  anything,  for  example,  he  mure  truly  laughable 
than  tlie  pompous  denunciation  uf  Lord  Miilgravc's  Court  by  the  Earl 
of  Glengall.  UnleM  liia  F^xceileney  shall  drive  Mr  O'Coniiell  from  the 
presence- chaml>er,  and  proceed  after  the  ancient  manner  tu  persecute  the 
people  whom  he  is  appointed  to  govern,  wiili  the  ot'erstrained  malice  of 
tlie  law,  the  author  uf  the  /rish  Tulitr,  fursooih,  will  not  pollute  Ilia 
nobility  entering  the  precincts  ot  Dublin  Castle.  'i*liis  introduction 
of  broad  farce  into  the  House  of  lAjrils  was  more  than  we  were  prepared 
for,  even  from  Lord  Glengall. 

The  Kino  or  Hanover  ani»  his  Tort  Friends.— It  appears  that 
the  first  publie  act  of  the  new  King  of  Hanover  was  an  edict  or  statute 
esiablisliing  some  new  regulations  in  the  Gtielphic  Order  of  Knight¬ 
hood,  and  that  the  first  person  appointed  to  be  a  Grand  Croce  uf  that 
Order  was  the  Right  Honourable  Joseph  Planta,  who  cannot  yet  appear, 
however,  with  his  newly  ohuincd  llatiuveriau  honours  on  fiia  breast, 
beeause  the  chief  aiul  the  liestuwer  of  the  order  su  promptly  conferred 
on  him  being  now  a  foreign  S«)vereign,  no  Biiliiii  Mihject  can  accept  an 
order  from  him  without  her  Majesty's  perinivsioii.

Or,  bow  ;s  this  difficulty  to 
hj  provided  agair.-ii,  and  British  officers  and  other  r.uhjecta  proteced 
a^-iinst  Tory  llatioverian  aupremacy  ?  W'o  beg  to  rt-eoiuineiHl  the  tib- 
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jeet  to  the  considerttiofi  of  the  Government,  the  Horse  Guards,  and  the 
Heralds’ College — (%r<m%elt. 

Sia  JoHM  CoKROT. — Sir  John  Conroy,  who  has  been  so  long  attached 
•o  the  hOasrfiOtds  of  the  Duke  and  Duchess  of  Kent,  is  descended  of  a 
yeipecUbTe  end  ancient  family  in  the  county  of  Roscommon,  where  he  i^ 
k>oase<sed  of  hereditary  landed  properly.  Sir  John’s  father,  the  late 
•John  ^fbnfonby  C^roy,  was  a  barrister,  and  one  of  the  roost  accom- 
)>Iished  scholars  anff  gentlemen  of  his  day.  He  died  while  yet  a  young 
'ntiXi.  Had  he  lived,  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  he  would  have  bwn  an 
ornament  to  his  country.  His  father,  John  Conroy,  had  the  high  honour 
to  enjoy  the  friendship  of  the  most  distinguished  man  in  Ireland  of  his 
day,  Mr  Speaker  Ponsonby,  the  grandfather  of  the  present  Lord  Pon- 
sonby,  and  of  the  Bishop  of  Derry.  Sir  John  was  Captain  in  the  Artil¬ 
lery,  when  he  was  appointed  his  Equerry  by  the  Duke  of  Kent — 
Tanm  Herald, 

Sir  R.  Pf.el’s  Hkaltu. — The  Ivondon  papers  have  delicately  alluded 
lately  to  the  state  of  the  right  honourable  baronet’s  health.  Yesterday 
ft  was  reported  in  Liverpool,  and  apparently  on  very  good  authority, 
that  be  had  been  given  up  by  his  medical  attendants.

seven  o’clock  on  Monday  morning,  leaving  a  very  numerous  family  to 
lament  his  loss.  Dr  Grey  was  the  youngest  brother  of  Earl  Grey,  and 
was  appointed  to  the  see  of  Hereford  in  1832.  His  lordship,  who  was  in 
his  56th  year,  has  left  a  family  of  fourteen  children,  the  youngest  only 
about  a  year  and  a  half  old.  He  was  married  three  times.  He  w.is 
considered  a  very  sound  divine,  and  an  excellent  Greek  scholar,  perhaps 
the  best  in  the  country.  In  private  life  his  lordship  was  higiily  esteemed 
for  his  charity,  urbanity,  and  kindness.

MISCELLANEOUS. 

Tbi  Havotbujav  Dxstedctivx  Manivksto.  — The  French  journals 
xpress  their  astonishment  at  being  called  Jacobin  by  our  English 
%aMdtrdj  and  reminded  of  Waterloo,  merely  because  they  denounced 
tiie  King  of  Hanover’s  Tory  ab^lutism.  The  Courrier  Franeah  and  the 
^g^^ituikmnel  both  refJer  exclusively  to  this  subject,  and  declare  that  the 
penbbment  or  success  of  this  German  Charles  the  Tenth  cannot  be  in. 
diffcfvnt  to  them.  The  latter  sayi  that  the  Hanoverian  law,  the  Ablosungt 
which  permits  to  farmem  and  persons  not  noble  to  redeem  them¬ 
selves  by  purchase  from  the  obligation  of  seignorial  rights,  is  the  chief 
object  of  dislike  with  King  Elrnest  and  his  party.  But  it  ia  not  merely 
the  Libaral  journals  of  France,  but  the  necessarily  moderate  papers  of 
Germany  itself*  which  condemn  King  Ernest.  Die  German  Courfer  of 
Wurtemburg  is  first  and  loudest  in  its  condemnation.  The  Augsburg 
Qaxette%  the  monarchic  organ  of  Austria  and  Bavaria,  admits  the  treason 
of  the  King.  Whilst  the  Oj^ciai  Gazette  of  Cassel  of  the  18th  reminds 
the  German  public  that  by  the  56th  article  of  the  Vienna  Congress, 
•*  Constitutions  in  force  are  declared  incapable  of  being  modified,  except 
after  constitutional]  rules.”  The  German  Courier  observes,  that  the  budget 
of  1838  is  not  voted.  King  Ernest  having  prorogued  the  states,  and  abro> 
gated  the  constitution,  he  must  try  to  raise  taxes  by  his  sovereign  will. 
This  is  where  legal  .resistance  awaits  the  Tory  King.  The  Courier 
of  Wednesday  says: — “  We  yesterday  adopted,  on  the  authority  of  the 
Standardi  a  paragraph  which  stated  that  the  Duke  of  Sussex  bad  signed 
the  protest  against  alienating  the  domains  of  the  Royal  Family  in 
Hanover  with  the  Duke  of  Cumberland.  That,  however,  like  many 
other  of  the  assertions  of  the  Tory  journals,  is  wholly  unfounded.  The 
Duke  of  Sussex  did  not  sign  the  protest  with  the  Duke  of  Cumberland, 
but  did,  with  William  the  Fourth,  sign  the  constitution  granted  to  Hano¬ 
ver.  The  letters  patent,  therefore,  of  the  Tory  King,  on  the  showing  of 
the  Tories,  are  as  much  a  violation  of  the  rights  of  the  living  members 
of  the  Royal  Family  as  they  are  an  indecent  outrage  to  the  late  King." 

Vacxhall _ Notwithstanding  the  accident  a  few  weeks  since,  by  which

whatever  has  taken  place  either  in  the  fireworks  or  in  the  other  exhibi¬ 
tions  in  the  gardens.  Indeed,  the  proprietors  appear  to  have  made 
greater  exertions  ^an  ever  to  secure  the  public  approbation,  and  to  con¬ 
vince  those  who  are  in  the  habit  of  visiting  the  gardens  that  no  abate¬ 
ment  shall  take  place  in  consequence  of  the  loss  and  expense  consequent 
upon  it  to  which  they  have  been  put.  The  fireworks  have  since  been 
most  superb  and  brilliant.  **  Still  in  the  ashes  live  the  wonted 
fires.”  In  the  Rotunda  increased  effect  has  been  given  to  the  exhibition 
of  the  groups  of  ancient  and  modern  statues  by  the  foreign  artists,  both 
male  and  female,  by  whom  they  are  represented.  The  light  of  the  hydro- 
oxjgen  gas  which  is  employed  is  so  vivid  and  brilliant  that  the  details 
are  completely  brought  out,  and  the  efiect  is  most  admirable  ;  by  a  con¬ 
trivance  beneath  the  stage  the  groups  are  made  to  revolve,  and  thus  every 
portion  it  presented  to  the  spectators.  The  gardens  are,  we  are  glad  to 
say,  generally  well  attended. 

Extaaoedinakv  Cask. — The  cure  of  a  little  village  in  the  department 
of  the  Loire  died  lately,  and  divided  his  property  among  his  relatives. 
They  sold  the  property  by  auction,  and  a  person  who  bought  the  cellar  of 
wines  perceived  on  examination  a  hole  in  a  part  of  it,  where  wood  was 
ordinarily  kept.  His  curiosity  was  excited,  and  on  making  further  search 
the  following  extraordinary  discovery  was  made.  He  found  a  priest’s 
vestment  richly  embroidered  and  a  cross  set  in  fine  diamonds.  Next,  a 
little  box  covered  with  oilcloth,  containing  20,000  pieces  of  gold  of  the 
I6th  and  17th  centuries,  with  several  medals;  a  watch  covered  with  ru* 
hies,  a  portrait  set  in  diamonds,  the  painting  being  much  effaced  ;  chains, 
Hngs,  and  trinkets,  of  the  value  altogether  of  500,000f.  He  also  found  a 
cedar  box,  in  a  perfect  state  of  preservation,  full  of  papers  of  a  peculiar 
description.  They  were  principally  composed  of  promissory  notes  for 
money  lent,  besides  various  memoranda  of  heavy  sums  lost  at  play  to  the 
celebrated  Cardinal  Mazartn. 


The  Church  Rates  Project. — That  the  measure  iteelf  will  find 
universiil  favour  in  the  country,  as  soon  as  it  is  understood,  we  do  not  for  a 
moment  doubt.  Our  readers  will  not  suspect  us  of  any  strong  tendency  to 
adulation  of  Ministers,  and  they  will  nut  therefore  doubt  our  sincerity, 
when  we  say  that  the  measure  seems  to  us  almost  |)erfict.  It  appears 
effectually  to  attain  an  important  and  l>eneficial  end,  by  means  not  only 
justifiable  on  sound  and  liberal  views  of  Church  Establishments  and 
what  is  called  Church  Property,  but  not  liable  to  any  of  the  objections 
urged  by  many  against  the  appropriation  of  Ecclesiastical  revenues  to 
secular  purposes.  It  removes  a  burthen  from  the  community  :  it  re¬ 
lieves  the  whole  community  from  a  tax  justly  objectionable,  in  the  eyes 
of  all,  on  fiscal  grounds,  and  peculiarly  oilensiVG  to  Dissenters  on  account 
of  its  application.  It  provides  a  fund  for  the  supply  of  the  important 
service  for  which  that  tax  has  been  hitherto  levied,  and  makes  a  certain, 
adequate,  aud  permanent  provision  for  a  necessary  expense,  which  has 
hitherto  been  dependent  on  a  most  precarious  source  of  supply,  and  has 
indeed  in  great  measure  not  been  provided  fur  at  all.  It  raises  a  sup¬ 
ply  without  imposing  a  new  burthen  on  any  one,  hut  simply  by  giving  a 
new  value  to  Church  property,  so  as  to  benefit  the  lessees  at  the  same 
time  that  it  enriches  the  proprietors.  And  it  does  all  this  without 
coming  in  collision  with  those  who  are  most  firmly  bent  on  maintaining 
the  inalienable  appropriation  of  Church  property  to  Church  purposes ; 
inasmuch  as  no  one  can  deny  that  the  payment  of  Church  repairs  it  a 
perfectly  Ecclesiastical  purpose.  Of  the  three  parties  most  interesteci, 
the  Dissenters,  the  lessees  of  Church  lands,  and  the  Churchmen,  the 
former  have  universally  expressed  the  most  unbounded  satisfaction  at  the 
measure.  Some  dissatisfaction  has  been  expressed  by  some  parishes  at 
the  provision  for  making  their  poor-rates  answerable  for  debts  already 
contracted  for  the  building  of  Churches;  but  of  this  complaint  we  can¬ 
not  adroit  the  justice.  Whatever  may  be  the  wisdom  of  reiievin|{  the 
whole  community  in  future  from  a  general  charge,  and  imposing  it  on 
a  public  fund,  there  can  be  no  justice  in  saddling  the  nation  with  the 
particular  debts  of  particular  localities,  already  contracted.'  The  lessees 
throughout  the  kingdom  have  expressed  theroselvet  generally  pleased 
with  the  measure.  W’e  believe  that  to  this  there  has  bMn  no  exception 
except  that  of  the  lessees  of  the  Bishop  and  Chapter  of  Durham. 

9  ^  •  0  •  The  Bishops  and  the  Tories  put  themselves  forward  as 

the  representatives  of  the  interests  and  feelings  of  all  Churchmen,  and 
pretend  in  their  name  to  express  a  most  unanimous  and  unqualified  dis¬ 
approbation  of  the  measure.  We  trust  that  the  Ministry  will  not  ac¬ 
knowledge  these  credentials,  or  draw  back  an  Inch,  or  faulter  one 
moment,  from  an  apprehension  of  a  general  opposition  on  the  part  of 
the  members  of  the  Church  of  England.  In  spite  of  their  first  apparent 
success,  we  will  venture  to  assert  that  the  Conservatives  never  made  a 
grosser  blunder  than  ifl  opposing  a  plan  likely  in  a  short  time  to  eon- 
eiliate  a  large  portion  of  their  own  adherents.  The  members  of  the 
Church  of  England  will  ere  long  learn  that  the  measure,  which  they  are 
called  on  to  resist,  is  one  which  will  relieve  them  from  a  payment  always 
inconvenient,  and  sometimes  even  Urge  in  amount :  that  it  is  one  which 
will  provide  eirectually  the  sum  necessary  for  the  maintenance  of  their 
places  of  public  worship,  without  encroaching  on  the  existing  means  of 
the  Church :  thst  it  will  eflWctuelly  put  an  end  to  this  source  of  oorutent 
bickering  and  turmoil ;  and  that  nothing  else  can  do  it.  Their  regard 
fur  their  Church— their  regard  for  their  own  ease  and  peaee— viU  be  ed» 
ditioiial  motives  to  ell  liberal  Churehmtn  to  rally  round  tbe  Mtniatefial 
pUii,  and  will,  we  imagine,  prove  too  strong  for  the  Tory  leeliDgs  of 
many  others.  And  the  High  Church  psrty  will  soon  iind  itself  tap- 
ported  ill  opposition  to  this  measure  by  none  of  their  communion,  save 
those  who  would  sacrifice  the  Cliurches  to  the  interests  of  Toryism,— 
those  who  ere  ready  to  psy  the  Church  Kstes  out  of  their  owo  pockety 
rather  tliaii  accept  of  a  public  fund  for  the  purpose,— or  thoc&who  ds* 
light  in  the  turmoil  of  a  disputed  rale,  and  think  that  tlie^*  gloi^tf 
God  and  the  inteiresis  of  rsltgioa  are  furthered  by  e  fiva  day’#  poll  fal 
tb«  ^urUb  Chmeb.— /.cantos  and  ^etisuiruter  Remtc*

diameter,  surrouuded  by  a  hoop,  to  which  a  basket  or  car  was  attached  bt 
xeral  cords.  Mr  Cocking  expressed  by  words  the  utmost  confidence  m  th. 
result  of  his  experiment,  but  it  appeared  to  some  observers  that  it  waa  a  coniB 
dence  which  he  did  not  feel.  His  restless  looks  and  nerxousness  of  manne* 
seemed  to  belie  the  braxery  of  his  speech.  All  the  preparations  havioir  been 
completed,  Mr  Cocking  (haxing  previously  stripped  off  his  coat  as  too  cumber, 
some,  and  put  on  a  light  jacket)  stepj^  into  the  car  amid  the  acclamationi  of 
the  company.  Some  of  his  friends  offered  him  a  glass  of  wine,  which  he  drank 
and  haxing  shaken  them  all  cordially  by  the  hand,  little  knowing  that  it  would 
be  for  the  last  time,  tbs  cords  were  loosened,  and  the  balloon  and  its  attendant 
imracliute  mounted  into  the  heavens  amid  the  renewed  cheering  of  the  crowd. 
The  Mrly  part  of  the  afternoon  had  been  remarkably  fine  and  dear,  but  about 
this  time  (naif-past  seVen^  the  sky  had  become  somewhat  overcast,  and  a  brerre 
had  sprung  up.  No  apprehensions,  however,  were  entertained,  and  the  acme  at 
that  moment  was  as  gay  and  cheerful  as  it  is  possible  to  imagine.  We  hare 
now  to  approach  a  melancholy  detail.  The  balloon  took  the  direction  of  Black, 
heath.

Ann  CoUtyt  a  respectahla  woman,  aged  56,  dressed  in  deep  mourning,  was 
indicted  for  the  wilful  murder  of  her  daughter,  Aun  Colley. — The  principal 
witneas,  John  Baardswortb,  a  ahoemaker,  at  Fenton,  said — The  prisoner,  who 
is  the  wife  of  George  Colley,  lived  near  me.  They  had  five  children ;  George, 
aged  ehont  11  ;  Joelali.  0;  Ann,  fi;  Charles,  4;  end  an  infant  of  7  montha. 
Affor  depoefog  to  hearing  the  prfooner  talk  wildly  on  the  Friday  preceding 
the  mnrder,  Im  aakU-Oa  the  Sunday  evening  1  wm  at  the  Canning  Inn ;  I 
heard  a  cry  of  murder.  I  eaw  the  Doy  Joeiah  io  his  shirt,  blood  was  stream- 
lag  down  hie  cheat.  I  shoved  him  into  a  neighbour’a  house,  and  ran  to  the 
prieoaer’s  Itoose.  All  was  dark.  I  fetched  a  light  and  went  up  stairs.  1 
wMind  three  children  dead  on  the  floor,  covered  with  blood,  Ann,  Charlee,  end 
Jnmee.  1  called  out  for  the  prisouer.  She  did  not  answer,  but  1  found  her 
lying  with  her  lace  to  the  gnmnd.  She  wee  taken  up,  and  it  waa  discovered 
that  her  throat  was  cot.  1  said,  “  Mrs  Colley,  what  have  you  been  doing 
this  for?**  Slie  said,  “  I’m  in  want.**  1  went  away,  as  I  was  fainting,  and 
met  Imt  himhend.  I  got  more  eandies.  and  returned.  The  prisoner  was  then 
lying  on  her  hack,  and  had  her  throat  bandsired.

He  had  examined 
the  body^'  the  deceased  very  minutely,  and  had  observed  a  mark  round  the 
left  wrist,  as  if  by  a  cord ;  if  such  was  the  case,  he  ( Mr  Green)  was  inclined 
to  think  that  the  cord  which  was  attached  to  the  liberating  iron,  and  which 
was  held  by  the  deceased,  broke;  the  consequence  would  be  that  the  unfor¬ 
tunate  gentleman  would  receive  so  severe  a  shock  as  to  leave  a  probabili^  of 
his  having  lost  all  command  over  the  machine. — In  answer  to  questions  from 
the  Jury,  Mr  Green  said  that  at  the  Time  of  the  separation  of  the  parachute 
Irom.lhe  balloon,  the  latter  received  a  violent  shock.— At  the  request  of  the 
Jury!  Mr  Finch,  the  surgeon,  examined  the  wrists  of  the  deceased  ;  there  was 
a  slii^t  indentation  round  the  left  wrist,  such  as  was  likely  to  be  produced  hy 
a  coid.-John  Drysdale,  servant  to  Mr  Norman,  who  first  came  up  with  the 
parachute  after  it  reached  the  earth,  said  that  no  cords  were  round  the  wrists 
of  the  deceased  when  witness  first  saw  him  ;  some  cords  were  lying  across 
the  cheat— Mr  Henry  Ottey,  a  scientific  gentleman,  said  it  was  not  of  su(R- 
cieot  strength,  and  greatly  inefficient  for  the  purpose  it  was  intended  for. — 
Mr  Green  Mid  that  the  weight  of  the  parachute  exceeded  4001b.  without  the 
wicker  basket;  the  cord  extending  from  the  liberating  iron  to  the  bpket  was 
65  feet  The  rope  in  question  was  here  produced  in  Uie  state  in  which  it  was 
Ibund  after  the  descent :  on  being  measured  there  was  found  to  be  only  61  feet. 
Wm.  Csrpanter  described  the  manufacture  of  the  parachute.  It  was  carefully 
made  andV  the  best  materials— Professor  G.  B.  Airey,  the  Astronomer  Rj^al 
of  Green wi^,  stated  that  be  saw  the  balloon  shortly  after  its  starting.  The 
imrachote  he  saw,  and  was  struck  with  its  appearance.  He  saw  it  through  a 
common  telescope  of  a  12-times  magnifying  power.  It  had  been  stated  that 
the  parachute  kept  iU  shape  for  forty  or  fifty  seconds,  but  he  was  quite  sure 
that  U  did  pot  retain  its  shaoe  fur  more  than  four  seconds,  for  he  put  his  eye 
instantly  to  the  glass,  and  found  it  in  a  collapsed  state.  He  was  convinced 
there  had  been  no  turning  over.  Had  it  been  turned  over  the  basket  would 
have  been  displaced.  He  observed  the  sides  of  the  parachute  flickering  bock- 
wards  aod  forwards.  His  opinion  as  to  the  efficacy  of  the  construction  was, 
there  was  not  sufficient  account  taken  in  such  couHtruction  ns  to  unavoidable 
disturbances,  aod  the  tendency  of  the  air  was  to  force  k  in  at  the  side,  and  the 
pressure  of  the  air  would,  in  case  of  ita  gettiAg  out  of  shape,  only  aggravate 
the  evil,  and  the  instrument  must  fail.  This  roust  therefore  be  considered  as 
a  construciKMi  quite  wrong,  and  he  should  have  thought  that  a  person  with 
common  sagacity  might  have  been  aware  of  this.  With  regard  also  to  the  tin 
tabcof  which  the  circular  ring  was  formed,  it  wu  hollow  throughout ;  it  was 
without  stops,  which  would  nave  strengthened  it,  and  consequently  as  bad  a 
thiag  as  could  have  been  used.  Had  atopa  been  introduced  it  would  have 
saved  it  from  a  great  deal  of  the  tremour  to  which  the  pressure  of  the  atmtts- 
phere  exposed  it.  Had  the  weight  been  a  little  greater  in  the  top  it  would 
probably  bars  come  down  sideways,  and  turned  upside  down.  In  this  respect 
It  was  vary  badly  conatructed,  and  very  inferior  in  many  respects  to  parachutes 
of  the  old  construction.— A  Juror  said  it  had  been  considered  that  if  it  resisted 
the  force  of  the  atmosphere  in  ascending,  it  would  be  perfectly  safe  to  eoine 
down  with  it.  He  wished  to  know  what  was  the  Professor  sopinion  ontliu  point.

Dreadful  Accident  at  Guernsey.— On  Friday  last  a  party  of 
gentlemen,  combed  of  Mr  E.  B.  Hawker,  son  of  General  Hawker,  Dr  Reid, 
of  London,  Mr  Miles,  of  London,  Mr  D.  Taylor,  and  Mr  Tilbury,  jue.,  em¬ 
barked  at  Guernsey  on  board  a  small  yacht  called  the  Louisa,  aad  went  over 
to  the  island  of  Sark  on  nlea.sure.  On  their  return,  about  B  o'clock  in  the 
evening,  and  when  off  File  des  Marchanda,  Mr  Hawker,  who  was  standing 
near  the  rigging,  saw  some  seagulls  hovering  about  the  vessel,  aad  called  out 
to  one  of  the  gentlemen  to  shoot  the  birds,  with  this  remark,  “  I  do  not  think 
there  are  any  shots  in  the  gun.**  Upon  his  saying  so,  one  of  the  company  took 
hold  of  the  gun  by  the  muzzle  and  raised  it  in  an  inclined  direction,  as  if  to 
ascertain  whether  there  were  shots  in  it  or  not,  and  at  that  moment  it  exploded, 
and,  as  Mr  Hawker  had  his  arm  raised  at  the  time,  the  whole  of  the  eoatenta 
lodged  in  the  pit  of  the  right  arm,  and  he  fell  a  lifeless  corpse  into  the  arms  of 
Mr  Tilbury.  The  deceased  was  about  25  years  of  age,  and  was  married  to 
Major  Johnstone*s  daughter  iu  November  last.
